Bureau of the Mint 
Changes Name 

Mint Director Donna 
Pope announced January 25, 
1984, that the official name 
of the Mint has been 
changed from ''Bureau of 
the Mint" to "United States 
Mint." Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regan approved the 
change under the authority 
granted him to conduct the 
business of the Department. 
The Coinage Act of 1873 
formally established the 
Mint as a bureau of the 
Department of the Treasury. 

Director Pope commented, 
"I felt that the term 
'bureau' was a confusing 
one to the public. It did not 
clearly identify us as the 
historic Mint of the United 
States as, for instance, do 
designations of foreign 
national mints such as the 
Royal Canadian Mint or the 
Swiss Federal Mint. The 
term 'United States Mint' 
clearly establishes the origin 
of our products and it also 
reads better in our adver- 
tising copy. Additionally, 
the 'bureau' designation 
conjures up too many 
negative images of the 
stereotyped bureaucrat, 
images that do not fit our 
new aggressive marketing 
programs." 

Last year the Mint 
returned a profit of 
$50,512,000 to the General 
Fund of the Treasury from 
sale of numismatic coins 
and medals, and 
$188,119,000 from sale of 
United States gold 
medallions, as well as profit 
from the manufacture of 
coins. Nearly $30 million 
collected from the sale of 
Olympic commemorative 
coins has been received by 
the United States Olympic 
Committee and the Los 
Angeles Olympic 
Organizing Committee. 

"We are a dynamic 


organization, one that not 
only has been producing 
record levels of domestic 
coins, but also has been 
returning a substantial 
profit to the Treasury. I 
believe our new name is 
more befitting our efforts. 
After all, in the United 
States there is only one 
United States Mint," Pope 
concluded. 

Precious Metals Trade 
Association Formed 

Major precious metals 
corporations and 
associations recently 
announced the formation of 
the Precious Metals 
Industry Association 
(PMIA), which will be in- 
corporated as a nonprofit 
organization. According to 
PMIA president Robert F. 
Mansell, the Association 
will launch the industry's 
first public Precious Metals 
Exposition and Conference 
in February 1985. 

"The purposes of PMIA," 
noted Mansell, "are to 
promote the common 
business interests of the 
members of the precious 
metals industry; promote 
and further fair and 
equitable principles of 
business within the 
precious metals industry; 
support educational 
activities of other nonprofit 
industry associations,- and 
promote public knowledge 
and disseminate 
information about the 
precious metals industry, 
principally through 
conferences and expositions. 

"Apart from general 
promotional activity 
designed to improve the 
image of the industry, and 
providing a forum for the 
exchange of information and 
the pursuit of the highest 
business standards amongst 
its members, there will be 
two events that PMIA will 


sponsor. We plan to hold 
the first major Precious 
Metals Industry Exposition 
and Conference to be 
organized by the precious 
metals industry in Orlando, 
Florida. The theme of this 
event will be "The Role of 
Precious Metals in Modem 
Society" and will include 
speakers and exhibitors 
from all parts of the 
industry — investment, 
industrial and the arts," 
concluded Mansell. 

As part of the PMIA 
membership program and to 
help raise funds for the 
1985 exposition and 
conference, the Association 
plans an inaugural Precious 
Metals Banquet in New 
York City this spring.

BEP Offers Plate Proof 

The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing has announced 
modifications to its plan to 
sell a limited-edition hand- 
press plate proof created for 
the Florida United 
Numismatists Convention, 
held January 4-7. Originally, 
the Bureau intended to sell 
the plate proof only at the 
FUN '84 Convention and 
other shows at which the 
Bureau operates a hand 
press. However, the Bureau 
chose to make the proof 
available by mail for 30 
days after the FUN '84 
Convention and subsequent 
shows. The proof is $15 at 
shows and $16.50 by mail. 

Printed in deep brown ink 
on cream parchment for the 
FUN '84 show, the proof 
bears an engraving of an 
American eagle from an 
original water color by 
William A. Roach. The 
Bureau will change the 
color of the proof at each 
subsequent show featuring a 
BEP hand press during 1984.

results of his analysis 
represent major advances, to 
put it mildly. The study has 
provided new supporting 
evidence never known 
before for the dating of the 
Shroud, and, therefore, new 
indirect evidence that the 
Shroud is not a forgery." 


Shroud Research Suggests Numismatic Connection 


New findings obtained 
from digital image analysis 
of a negative photographic 
image of the Shroud of 
Turin, an ancient linen 
cloth traditionally believed 
to have been buried with 
Jesus Christ, may increase 
numismatic evidence 
supporting the authenticity 
and dating of the Shroud, 
notes Reverend Francis 
Filas, professor of Theology 
at Loyola University. A 
long-time Shroud researcher, 
Filas reportedly was the 
first to suggest that broken, 
money-shaped patterns in 
what appears to be the 
right-eye area of the image 
on the Shroud are imprints 
of a Pontius Pilate coin. His 
latest comments were made 
in reference to a 66-page 
report, "Analysis of Digital 
Images of The Shroud of 
Turin," by Dr. Robert M. 
Haralick, director of the 
Spatial Data Analysis 
Laboratory at Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute and 
State University, based on 
photographs made by 
Giuseppe Entie in 1931. 

Filas pointed out a number 
of implications of Haralick' s 
work. 

In 1979 Filas noted four 
Greek letters, UCAI, 
supposedly from the name 
of Emperor Tiberius Caesar, 
in the right-eye area of the 
Shroud. These, he claimed, 
correspond in style to a 
Pontius Pilate coin dated to 
29 A.D. Filas now says that 
the Haralick report 
furnishes evidence that 
there are at least two more 
of these letters, O and C, 
before and after the original 
four. According to Filas, 
"Equivalently nine letters 
plus the astrologer's staff 
plus a distinctive clipped 
margin indicate agreement 
between the existing 
Pontius Pilate coin and 
imprints on the Shroud." 
This and other numismatic 
discoveries "defy

explanation as if it were 
one massive accident. It is 
difficult to understand how 
this could be anything but 
powerful confirmation that 
the Shroud originated in 
Palestine during the time of 
Pilate, and of course, near 
the date of the death of 
Jesus Christ, generally 
accepted as occurring in 30 
A.D." 

The Haralick report 
compares digital enhance- 
ments of the coin imprints 
in the right-eye area on the 
1931 and 1978 photographs 
and finds that they are 
substantially identical. This 
finding differs from other 
published claims that the 
imprints of the Pilate coins 
did not exist on the 1978 
photos. 

Filas concluded, "As one 
who has followed Dr. 
Haralick' s work step by 
step, I believe that the

scheduled by Adelphi 
University's Institute of 
Numismatic and Philatelic 
Studies. 

Instructor Michael F. 
Fazzari, assistant director of 
the International 
Numismatic Society 
Authentication Bureau, will 
use a combination of 
lectures and slide 
presentations to relay 
information about grading 
and authenticating 
\^ 4 jrocedures. Students will 
use stereomicroscopes to 
examine course material 
and their own coins to 
verify condition and 
authenticity. 

Seminars are scheduled 
March 16-18 at Southern 
Methodist University in 
Dallas, Texas; March 23-25 
at Adelphi University in 
Garden City, New York; 
April 6-8 at Case Western 
Reserve University in 
Cleveland, Ohio; April 
26-28 at EHike University in 
Durham, North Carolina; 
May 17-19 at Bucks County 
Community College in 
Newton, Pennsylvania; 
August 23-25 at Monterey 
Peninsula College in 
Monterey, California,- and 
on a date to be announced 
at George Washington 
University in Washington, 
D.C. The three-day 
seminars will run from 9:30 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and are 
open to students having a 
basic background in 
numismatics. Certificates of 
achievement will be 
awarded to those who 
successfully complete the 
course requirements. The 
Institute is offering a 
tuition discount for those 
that enroll with a spouse or 
child; a second family 
member will pay half the 
regular fee. 


Courses also will be 
offered at Adelphi 
University's campus in 
Garden City beginning 
March 10, 1984. A 
comprehensive course titled 
Fundamentals of Coin 
Collecting and Investing 
will introduce students to 
every aspect of numismatics 
from Colonial coins and 
currency to gold coins, 
contemporary BU pieces, 
and theories and 
practicalities of rare coin 
investment. Two mini- 
courses will be offered 
about specific areas of 
numismatics. A five-session 
course taught by Harry 
Greenberg, Coins of the 
Holy Land, will explore 
coinage from the Persian 
period through the 
Hasmonean, Jewish Revolts 
and Roman eras to the 
Crusader, Byzantine and 
Islamic periods, concluding 
with modem Israel. A new 
five-week course entitled 
All You Wanted to Know 
About Gold Coins will be 
moderated by Luis Vigdor 
and will focus on United 
States and foreign gold 
coins as well as bullion 
trading, bullion bars and 
related products.

Scouting Commems 
Proposed 

United States Representa- 
tive William Dannemeyer of 
California's 39th Congress- 
ional District has 
introduced a bill before 
the House that would 
provide for the striking of 
commemorative coins in 
honor of the 75th anni- 
versary of the founding of 
the Boy Scouts of America 


and Girl Scouts of the 
United States of America. 
Tentatively scheduled to be 
struck in 1986, the proposed 
legal-tender half dollars, one 
for each organization, would 
be issued between the Boy 
Scouts' 1985 anniversary 
and the Girl Scouts' 1987 
anniversary. 

Concerning the legisla- 
tion, Dannemeyer notes 
that "these coins, which 
would be 50-cent pieces 
similar in metallic content 
and coating to the 50-cent 
pieces currently in 
circulation today, with the 
exception of the George 
Washington commemorative 
coin, would honor the Boy 
Scouts and the Girl Scouts, 
respectively. Both organiza- 
tions would have input into 
the design of the coins and 
the 1986 issue date would 
be close enough to the 75th 
anniversaries of each 
organization to be meaning- 
ful to both. . . it is my hope 
that the legislation can be 
introduced before the winter 
is out. That would give 
ample time for the grass- 
roots support, which is 
essential for the bill to pass, 
to develop prior to 
subcommittee consideration 
of the measure, which is 
unlikely before September 
1984." 

The idea for the Scouting 
commemoratives was 
suggested to Dannemeyer 
by Levin Messick of Yorba 
Linda, California. An ANA 
member and former Boy 
Scout, Messick feels it is 
time the Scouts were 
acknowledged for their 75 
years of selfless public 
service.

A lthough the name ''American 
Express" dates from 1850, the com- 
pany's history really began in 1841 when 
a young man named Henry Wells joined 
with George Pomeroy to establish the 
firm of Pomeroy <Si Company in Albany, 
New York. As the company's manager, 
shipping agent and messenger. Wells 
made the first historic trip to Buffalo, 
carrying with him a heavy carpetbag con- 
taining gold, silver, currency and commer- 
cial paper consigned to the businessmen 
of Buffalo. For 18 months Wells acted as 
messenger for his company, making the 
rounds twice a month. 

By 1845 Wells thought so highly of his 
firm's services that he took on the United 
States postal service. At that time, the 
postage rate from Buffalo to New York 
City was 25 cents per letter,- Wells offered 
to carry letters to New York for 6 cents 
each. Failing to enforce its monopoly, the 
government dropped its rates below that 
at which a private company could make 
a profit. In 1848 a uniform postage rate of 
3 cents per letter was inaugurated, largely 
because of competition from Wells' firm 
and others who joined in providing less 
expensive service. 

On March 18, 1850, Wells conducted a 
meeting in Buffalo during which Wells 
Company, formerly Pomeroy <Si Company, 
merged with two other leading express 
firms— Livingston Si Fargo and Butter- 


field, Wasson Si Company — to form Amer- 
ican Express Company. Henry Wells was 
named president, and the new firm was 
capitalized at $150,000. 

Two years later Wells and William G. 
Fargo, then secretary of the company, pro- 
posed that the company's operations be 
extended to California to capitalize on the 
huge shipments of gold from western

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mines, but the other directors vetoed the 
idea. Wells and Fargo secured financing 
and formed Wells, Fargo <Si Company Ex- 
press, which eventually became the lead- 
ing express firm of the West by breaking 
the monopoly held by Adams Express 
Company. 

John Butterfield, another of the founders 
of American Express, proved that he also 
was a pioneer in 1858 by undertaking 
one of the most illustrious ventures in 
the history of the West— the famous But- 
terfield Overland Mail, whose coaches 
covered in 22 days a 2,000-mile circuitous 
route between Missouri and California 
through desert, mountains and hostile 
Indian territory. This was the fastest form 
of communication used until April 1860, 
when the Pony Express started its run 
between Missouri and the West Coast, 
cutting the time in half. Pony Express 
service ended on October 26, 1861, the 
day telegraphic communication was in- 
augurated in the United States. 

In 1868 American Express merged with 
Merchants Union Express to become 
American Merchants Union Express Com- 
pany, later reverting to American Express 
Company in 1873. Wells retired and Fargo 
took over the reins, managing the com-

pany until his death in 1881. 

Known principally as a shipping com- 
pany with its own vans, wagons, railroad 
cars and barges, American Express con- 
tinued to specialize in the safe transport 
of valuables. The business of carrying 
currency, however, met a formidable 
challenge in 1865 when the United States 
Post Office introduced the postal money 
order. As this new financial instrument 
grew in popularity, the market for cur- 
rency shipments slowly declined. 

To meet the competition, American 
Express created the express money order 
in March 1882, the first of its kind in- 
stituted by a private firm and unique 
because its face value could not be raised. 
When issued, a cutting bar was used to 
tear off both ends of the order according 
to the amount and date, thus making it 
impossible to cash for any amount other 
than that which was shown. Successfully 
meeting the challenge of the postal 
money order, the express money order 
was a leading business activity of the 
company for more than half a century. 

Until 1891 the standard equipment for 
travelers in Europe was the circular letter 
of credit. Issued by a number of leading 
United States banks and negotiable only 
at specified corresponding banks, the 
letter provided protection at the cost of 
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convenience. It could be honored only 
during banking hours and the negotiation 
process was time-consuming. Something 
simpler and more efficient was needed. 

Legend tells how fames C. Fargo, who 
succeeded his brother William as presi- 
dent of American Express in 1881, traveled 
to Europe in the summer of 1890 with 
letters of credit, the customary medium 
of exchange. He found them cumbersome 
and of little use when not near a metro- 
politan bank. If this happened to a man 
of substance, humbler citizens must have 
been even more discomforted. Fargo be- 
lieved that something should be done and 
sought the aid of Marcellus F. Berry, 
manager of the European branch of Amer- 
ican Express. 

The challenge was to design a piece of 


negotiable paper that would be as widely 
acceptable as currency yet could be pro- 
tected against loss, theft, counterfeiting, 
forgery, fraud or other mishap. Berry, who 
had invented the express money order, 
was at his drawing board for some months 
before he hit upon the idea of signature 
and countersignature, the first made at 
the time of purchase, the latter at the time 
of cashing. Simple and elegant, the Amer- 
ican Express travelers cheque was ac- 
knowledged to be a ''radical departure" so 
novel that Berry was granted patent rights 
to it on July 7, 1891. In that year only 248 
cheques were sold, totaling $9, 120. Never- 
theless, the cheque caught on and by 1905 
the volume rose to $13 million, and later 
to $32 million in 1913. 

Even before the invention of the travelers 
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Built in 1874, American Express’ original headquarters building in New York stood until 1916.

cheque, American Express, still much in- 
volved in the business of transporting 
goods, began to look to the international 
market as transatlantic trade increased. 
With no overseas offices of its own, 
American Express made arrangements in 
May 1881 with Thomas Meadows <&. 
Company of England to oversee the 
management of American Express freight 
business in Liverpool, London, Paris and 
other foreign locations. By 1888 a Euro- 
pean department was established in New 
York to handle eastbound transatlantic 
shipments, and by 1895 the first Amer- 
ican Express overseas office for securing 
and handling westbound transatlantic 
freight opened in Paris. Within three years 
a chain of American Express offices 
opened in principal port cities in England, 
France and Germany. 

The early 20th century found Ameri- 
cans armed with travelers cheques flock- 
ing to Europe, descending on American 


Express offices and finding a ''home away 
from home." Even while the company 
was trying to cling to an early resolve 
"never" to enter the travel business, its 
travelers cheque clients were seeking, and 
receiving, help in planning itineraries, 
securing accomodations and purchasing 
tickets. It was not until July 1915 that the 
company formally established a travel 
department headquartered in New York, 
credited largely to the efforts of George C. 
Taylor, who was elected president of the 
company in 1914 following James Fargo's 
retirement. 

A merican express officially with- 
Ldrew from the domestic express 
business as a result of the government's 
emergency takeover of all railroads during 
World War I, when all existing shipping 
operations of express companies were 
consolidated and incorporated as Ameri- 
can Railway Express Company in July 
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Circular Letter of Credit 


1918. Thus, American Express business 
shifted to travelers cheques, money orders, 
foreign remittances and exchanges, and 
travel. Its freight business, conducted only 
at the international level, was operated for 
another half century until 1970. 

After discontinuance of domestic express 
operations, Taylor guided the company 


through difficult years and expanded the 
travel department. During his presidency 
the American Express Company, Incor- 
porated was formed in 1919 for the pur- 
pose of conducting overseas business. 
Although the certificate of incorporation 
provided for a wide variety of business 
undertakings, one of the more important 
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objectives was to expand international 
banking activities, which had been con- 
ducted in Europe somewhat sporadically 
since 1904. Interrupted by World War I, 
banking in Europe grew at a considerably 
slower pace than in Asia, where inter- 
national banking activities flourished 
throughout the 1920s and 30s, particularly 
in Hong Kong and Shanghai. 

George Taylor's unexpected death in 
1923 at the age of 56 led to the election 
of Frederick P. Small as the company's 
fifth president, a post he held until his 
retirement in 1944. During his tenure he 
was a steady hand at the helm when the 
business world went from boom to bust 
in the late 1920s and early 30s. Under his 
management the inspector's department 
was created to protect American Express 
financial paper and the people who bought 
it. The department soon grew into an ex- 
traordinarily efficient detective depart- 
ment for the company. 

An active spokesman for tourism, Ralph 
T. Reed succeeded Small in 1944 and 
presided over the company's rise in the 
field of travel. In 1946 American Express 
was licensed by the United States govern- 
ment to operate various commercial 
banking facilities on behalf of American 
servicemen overseas. The following year 
recreational tours for military personnel 
were introduced and, in time, military 
banking facilities operated by the overseas 
banking subsidiary of American Express 
spanned the globe. 

Introduction of the American Express 
Card in October 1958 marked the begin- 
ning of a period of remarkable growth. 
The number of cardholders increased 
from 250,000 in the first year to more 


than 13 million by 1983. Cards are now 
issued in 26 different currencies and in a 
European version for use in countries 
where no local currency card is issued, 
such as the Soviet Union. 

Reed retired in 1960 and was succeeded 
by Howard L. Clark, the company's seventh 
president. In 1968 Clark was elected chair- 
man of the board and, under his leadership 
as chief executive officer, American Ex- 
press grew to be a multi-billion dollar 
corporation. 

Existing operations were strengthened, 
and international banking was developed 
to the extent that it constituted the com- 
pany's principal operation. Accordingly, 
it became the American Express Interna- 
tional Banking Corporation in 1968, the 
same year it acquired Ec aitable Securities 
Corporation. Securities underwriting and 
distribution activities were combined 
with those of W.H. Morton Company, 
which was itself acquired in 1966 under 
the name Equitable Securities, Morton <Sv 
Company, Incorporated. In 1972 the name 
was changed to W.H. Morton Company 
Division, and the name Equitable Securi- 
ties Corporation and its assets were sold. 

Also acquired in 1968 was Firemen's 
Fund Insurance Companies, a name iden- 
tified with insurance since 1863. The 
seven property-liability subsidiaries now 
known as Firemen's Fund Life Insurance 
Companies are one of the nation's largest 
groups doing business through indepen- 
dent brokers and agents. 

In 1977 Clark relinquished the chair- 
manship and presidency to James D. 
Robinson III and Roger H. Morley. The 
latter resigned in 1979 and the position 
of president was not filled until April 1981 
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when Alva O. Way was elected. Way 
resigned in January 1983 and was suc- 
ceeded by Sanford J. Weill, the current 
president; Robinson continues as chair- 
man of the board and chief executive 
officer. 

The largest acquisition of 1979 was the 
SI 75-million purchase of a 50-percent 
share in the television subsidiary Warner 
Communications, Incorporated. The re- 
named company, Warner Amex Cable 
Communications, positions American 
Express at the forefront of a burgeoning 
industry that now reaches more than 15 
million customers. In addition, the jointly- 
owned company operates the major inter- 
active, two-way cable system in the 
United States. Called QUBE, the system 
permits viewers to '"talk back" through 
their television receivers by using a com- 
puter terminal. 

In 1981 American Express recorded its 
34th consecutive year of eamings-growth 
and added Shearson Loeb Rhoades, Incor- 
porated, the second-largest securities firm 
in the United States, to its family. Thus, 
to its traditional strengths in payment 
systems, property-liability insurance, life 
insurance, transactional processing and 
communications, were added a broad array 
of new products and services including 
securities trading, financial planning, tax 
planning, tax-advantage investments, re- 
tirement funds, trust services, real estate 
and custodial services. Shearson/ American 
Express, Incorporated has been designated 
as the name of the merger. 

N OW IN ITS 92ND YEAR, the use of 
American Express travelers cheques 
has grown phenomenally over the past 20 
years, largely under the impetus of im- 
proved marketing. By the end of 1982 the 
value of outstanding cheques approxi- 
mated $2.5 billion, the number of sales 
outlets quadrupled, and the number of 
establishments around the world that 
accept the cheques increased beyond ac- 


curate calculation. 

American Express travelers cheques 
presently are issued in seven currencies: 
United States dollars, Canadian dollars, 
Swiss francs, German marks, Japanese yen, 
French francs and British pounds sterling, 
the latter two being joint-venture issues. 
Express Pac, a pre-packaged color-coded 
packet of American Express travelers 
cheques in multiples ranging from $50 to 
$1,500, is available in United States and 
Canadian dollars only. In 1981 the United 
States Express Pac was introduced in Eu- 
rope with cheques in dollar denomina- 
tions and usage and refund instructions 
printed in French, German and English. 

Serial numbers appearing on the face of 
travelers cheques are used for control pur- 
poses since no two can carry the same 
number. Alpha characters are used to 
denote currency, denomination and type 
of cheque. Dating from the inception of 
the travelers cheque in 1891, serial num- 
bers appear at the upper right of the face 
of the cheque. 

In 1903 a formee cross was placed be- 
fore the numeric digits, and in 1921, when 
the travelers cheque exchange order was 
introduced, a single alpha character also 
was added to United States dollar cheques 
and exchange orders. The French franc 
and British sterling cheques continued to 
utilize only the formee cross. 

The formee cross was eliminated on 
United States dollar cheques in 1960 and 
replaced with two alpha characters ap- 
pearing before the serial number, in the 
same manner as the French franc issues, 
which were reintroduced in 1973. British 
sterling cheques continued to utilize the 
formee cross until 1982. 

Today more than 100 different letter 
combinations are in use and all but British 
sterling cheques bear two alpha characters 
preceding the serial numbers. British 
issues since 1982 have been produced by 
the new, joint-venture Sterling Travellers 
Cheque and carry only numeric characters.

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A Boy and His Dog 

WILLIAM C. HENDERSON lm 730 


Some time ago, I was challenged to 
give an exhibit talk using a single 
numismatic piece. I chose an elongated 
penny, inscribed at the top OLD DRUM, 
a dog in the center, and on the bottom 
1869-1969. This elongate was a centen- 
nial item, commemorating a historical 
drama involving a very ordinary dog. 

A young boy, Charles Burden, lived 
in Warrensburg, Missouri, in 1869. A 
neighboring farmer, Leonidas Horsby, 
shot and killed '^Old Drum," the boy's 
dog, because they were crossing his 
farm. The heartbroken young boy, with 
tears streaming down his face, went 
into town to see a newly-arrived attor- 
ney, George Graham Vest. He told the 
young attorney that he wanted to sue 
Mr. Horsby for $500 for killing his dog. 
After hearing the full story, Mr. Vest 
agreed to file the suit. 

When the trial opened, the boy took 
the stand and testified, "Mr. Horsby 
shot Old Drum. Old Drum was the only 
friend I had in this world!" The defense 
attorney immediately rose to his feet, 
stating, "I object! 'Friend' should be 
reserved for human relationship." The 
court replied, "Objection overruled." 

The defense attorney then placed a 
local veterinarian. Dr. William Porter, 
on the stand and inquired if the doctor 
was familiar with the late dog. Upon 
receiving an affirmative answer, the 
attorney then inquired, "Dr. Porter, in 
your professional opinion, was this dog 
worth $500?" Dr. Porter replied, "The 
dog was ten years old and wasn't worth 
fifty cents." The defense attorney turned 
to the judge and remarked, "Your 
Honor, it is an obvious waste of time 
to put my client on the stand. I move 
for dismissal!" 

Young Mr. Vest hurriedly arose and 
addressed the court. "Your Honor, the 


issue here is one that cannot be dis- 
missed. What is this world coming to 
if a boy and his dog cannot run across 
a field? If all of us shot every dog that 
ran across our property, there would be 
very few dogs on this earth and millions 
of lonely children!" 

He then turned and addressed the 
jury. "What is a dog? How much is a 
dog worth? The best friend a man has 
may turn against him and become his 
enemy. His son, his daughter, whom he 
has reared with loving care, may prove 



ungrateful. Those nearest and dearest to 
him, those we trust with our happiness 
and our own good name, may become 
traitors to their cause. The money a 
man has, he may lose. It may flee from 
him when he needs it the most. His 
reputation is sacrificed at a moment of 
ill-considered action. 

"Those people who are prone to fall 
on their knees to do us the honor when 
success is with us may be the first to 
throw the stone of malice when failure 
settles its clouds upon our heads. The 
one absolutely unselfish friend a man 
can have in this selfish world, the one 
who never deserts him, the one who 
never proves ungrateful or treacherous, 
is his dog! 

"A man's dog will stand by him in 
prosperity and in poverty, in health and 
in sickness. He will sleep on the cold 
ground, where wintry winds blow and 
the snow drives fiercely, if only he can 
be by his master's side. He will kiss the 
hand that has no food to offer. He will

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lick the wounds and sores that come as 
an encounter with the roughness of the 
world. He guards the sleep of his pauper 
master as if he were a prince, when all 
other friends desert him. 

'^He remains when riches take wings, 
and reputation falls apart. His love is as 
constant as the sun in its journey 
through the heavens. If fortune drives 
his master forth into the world an out- 
cast, friendless, homeless, the faithful 
dog asks no higher privilege than that 
of accompanying him to guard against 
dangers, to fight against his enemies. 

''When the last scene of all comes, 
when death takes the master in its 
arms, when his body is laid away in the 
cold ground, no matter if all other 
friends pursue their way, there by his 
graveside the noble dog will be found, 
head between his paws, eyes sad but 


open in an alert watchfulness, faithful 
and true, even until death!" 

After a quiet pause, the judge an- 
nounced the motion for dismissal 
denied. He then instructed the jury to 
consider its verdict. The jury chairman 
arose and replied, "I don't think we will 
have to retire. Your Honor. We have 
already reached our verdict — guilty, as 
charged." 

What was the aftermath of this trial? 
Mr. Vest's summary before the jury has 
become a classic and is now known 
more than one hundred years later as 
"A Tribute to a Dog." His eulogy 
resulted in the erection of a monument 
of the dog on Big Creek, near Warrens- 
burg, Missouri. In later years, George 
Graham Vest became one of Missouri's 
most renowned orators, resulting in his 
election to the United States Senate.

MEDALLIC SCULPTOR

His fingers firm on the bow string, 
one hoof poised in the air, the centaur 
stands frozen in the moment before he 
releases his arrow. Every muscle is 
defined in glowing bronze. 

Sculptor John Cook designed the 
silver dollar-sized Creative 
Achievement medallion commissioned 
by Penn State University's College of 
A^s and Architecture in 1981. The 
centaur, or Archer, represents 
Sagittarius — the zodiac sign of the 
college's late dean, Walter Walters. 

"Early in this century the medal was 
still an important art form," Cook 
explains. "During the prevailing 
optimism of that period, major 
sculptors were constantly called upon 
to create commemoratives." After 
World War I optimism decreased, and 
so did the popularity of the commemo- 
rative medal. 

To stem this decline. Cook helped 
organize the year-old American 
Medallic Sculpture Association. 

"People need art in their everyday 
lives," he says. "Medals are 
inexpensive, and more people can see, 
appreciate or own them than paintings 
or large sculptures. It would be great if 
every time you reached in your pocket 
or purse for a coin you could feel a 
sense of aesthetic satisfaction." 

Cook begins a design by analyzing 
the subject and modeling it in clay. Or 
he may draw several pencil sketches 
and then pick the best elements from 
each. If a sketch takes on a different 


character, it may become an idea for a 
second medal in a series. He took this 
route in a sculpture commission for La 
Vie (Penn State University's 
undergraduate yearbook), producing a 
twelve-sculpture series — one for La Vie 
and eleven others as speculative 
pieces. 

To demonstrate his medallic design 
process. Cook invited me to his home 
foundry. Among his sculptures a 
10-inch plaster cast of the Creative 
Achievement medallion hangs in a 
hallway. Neater by far than any studio 
I'd ever seen. Cook's workplace fits 
him. He is a meticulous man with 
bright blue eyes that flash behind fine, 
wire-rimmed glasses. His face is 
fringed by a close-clipped, white beard. 
He wore blue jeans and a blue cotton 
shirt, covered by a spotless white 
apron. 

Cook has separate work tables for 
each design stage. Upstairs he sketches 
on a drafting board and light table. 
Downstairs, on a white formica-topped 
table, he transforms his sketches into 
clay. He models the clay on a clear 
plastic board through which he can see 
additional sketches on the formica 
underneath. A fluorescent lamp 
provides light, while a red heat lamp 
softens the clay. 

The next step takes place on a long 
workbench atop rows of labeled 
drawers filled with brushes, rags, steel 
wool and other necessities. Here Cook 
covers the clay model with thick

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liquid rubber; 24 hours later he has a 
reverse mold. He then pours melted 
wax from a two-quart saucepan into 
the rubber mold to create a replica of 
his clay sculpture. 

Cook takes the wax replica to still 
another work table, where he uses a 
bottled-gas torch to attach the wax 
sculpture patterns to a softer wax 
'"tree" — a pencil-thin stem with six 
short branches holding several different 
wax models. When Cook's tree is 
finished, he places it inside a coffee 
can-like investment flask and fills it 
with plaster. A tabletop vacuum 
chamber "boils" any air out of the mix 
in four or five minutes. The wax is 
steamed out and the investment fired 
for six hours in a kiln. Later in the day 
he melts up to six pounds of metal in 
a crucible furnace that resembles a 
coffeepot. He removes the investment 
from the kiln, placing it again in the 
vacuum chamber. Once the vacuum 
point is reached, Cook pours the 
2,000-degree Fahrenheit metal into the 
now-empty 1,000-degree plaster mold. 
The vacuum, pulling against the mold 
surface, ensures an inclusion-free 
casting. Thirty minutes later Cook 
breaks away the plaster and has six 
new medallions to clip apart and 
finish. 

If the first cast satisfies him, he 
keeps it. Often he finds something he 
doesn't like, and he recasts the piece 
in wax and revises it. "I usually make 
at least one mold, sometimes two or 
three," he says. Even so, medallic 
work progresses faster than most other 
kinds of sculpture, letting the artist 


translate an idea more quickly into an 
image. 

"My purpose in making sculpture is 
to express an idea in matter — 
something solid and three- 
dimensional — to give substance to a 
thought." Cook believes that medals 
accomplish fhis task more easily than 
large sculptures. Since people will 
handle medals, the artist must 
consider weight, texture and density, 
as well as visual characteristics. 
Although silver is Cook's favorite 
metal because of its "buttery" surface 
quality, he casts most of his pieces in 
more-affordable, less-delicate bronze. 

Cook prefers to design at the scale of 
the final medal. He admires Japanese 
netsuki (handheld sculpture) because of 
the richness of content compressed 
into minute pieces. "It's exciting to 
work in a miniature scale," says Cook. 
"Not all medallic artists work that 
way, but I think something significant 
is lost in a mechanical reduction." 

He explains, "You can tell the 
difference between cast and die-cut 
medals by the hard, dense quality of 
the struck pieces." The quality of 
struck medals declined in the 1830s 
after invention of the die-cutting 
pantographic machine, which 
mechanically reduces large patterns 
onto the die. Designers apparently 
became more lax because the 
pantograph did their work for them. 
Crispness and clarity of the art form 
suffered, according to Cook, who is 
trying to overcome the problems of 
mechanical reproduction. 

Cook is not a typical researcher — he 
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is anything but systematic. He 
experiments with different forms; 
layered, hinged and puzzle-like medals 
intrigue him. In his collection of 
works by other artists are twelve 
bronze, hexagonal medals about 38mm 
across that fit together on a flat 
surface, telling the story oj Israel. 

John Cook feels that the medallic 
form in the United States tends to be 
overly timid and unassertive. 'There 
must be more original, basic work in 
the field. 'Name' sculptors aren't doing 
medallic work any more because it 
became too commercial for them," he 
says. But Cook sees change. "Some 
good medal work is again coming out 
of this country. However, we are 
suffering from a fifty-year hiatus of 
research. We artists need to ask 
ourselves questions about the purpose 
and potential of medallic design." 

Cook extends his horizons by study 
as well as through exploratory studio 


work. In 1981 he studied at the 
Stewart International School for 
Jewelers, and in 1982 he traveled to 
the Jewelry Institute in Providence, 
Rhode Island, to learn new techniques 
for working in a smaller medium. Now 
he designs all his work through a 
jeweler's glass. "I regret that I didn't 
start with this microworld when I had 
a young man's eyes," he says. 

Like the centaur on the Creative 
Achievement medallion, John Cook 
aims his arrow at excellence.

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The Amuletic Medal as a 
Contemporary Art Form 

JOHN COOK 


As an artist, I have little faith in 
immutable values. I believe that the 
only real value of the medal, as with 
everything else, lies in its human 
function and human importance. 

Since the Renaissance, the medal 
has concerned itself primarily with the 
function of commemoration, and, as a 
consequence, coronations, wars, 
victories and historical watersheds have 
provided endless grist for the medallic 
sculptor during the past half millenium. 
Although other roles have been served 
by the medal throughout this period, 
such as badges of office, rewards for 
service, those of religious significance, 
and more recently those abominable 
objects made solely as consumable, 
collectible merchandise for the gullible 
public, by and large the medallic form 
has served as a miniature monument, 
a portable memento — usually stack- 
able, easily stored and often forgotten. 

It may seem abrupt to summarily 
announce that if the art of the medal 
is to survive the present era, it must 
consider a radical change of direction. 
Nevertheless, to again be of significant 
service to mankind, the medal must 
seek levels of meaning that penetrate 
more deeply into the psyche of con- 
temporary man than do most present- 
day commemorative objects. 

Several problems should be considered 
regarding the commemorative medal. 
First, unless the medal is capable of 
evoking more than the mere marking 
of a historical event, it, like any other 
sculptural monument, is rendered 
quite meaningless once the event it 
commemorates loses importance. The 
obvious solution to this problem 


seems to be that if the sculptor is to 
create a timeless commemorative, he 
should aim toward a level of pro- 
fundity that satisfies a universal need. 
But this, as we all know, is more 
easily talked of than achieved. 
Aspirations are not attainments, nor is 
the client for a commission always 
ready to broach universals. 

Secondly, one might question 
whether the strictly commemorative 
medal can serve a world that considers 
itself revolutionary in nearly all 
matters — technically, politically, 
artistically and socially. From a 
political standpoint, there is still much 
truth in Bertram Russell's postulation 
that the recognition for achievement is 
mankind's great aspiration. In this 
context, the medal as a means of 
recognition has a traditional function, 
one that shall probably be with us for 
some time to come. On the other 
hand, the use of the medal as a means 
of indoctrination in today's tech- 
nologically-advanced society could bear 
closer scrutiny. In the present climate 
of rapidly changing political ideologies 
and intense propaganda from all 
directions, the very durability of the 
medal places it at odds with current 
demands. Television and radio are far 
more effective methods of answering 
the spontaneous needs of propaganda, 
and, unlike the medal, they leave no 
residual documentation of past beliefs, 
providing little substance to which an 
individual can grasp in- time of crisis. 

In a lecture given in 1954 at the 
National Art Gallery in Washington, 
Herbert Read stated that throughout 
history two distinct art forms have

emerged: the monument and the 
amulet. At this point I wish to digress 
a moment to explain that the word 
'"amulet" derives from the Latin 
amuletum, a charm or object having 
extraordinary and seemingly magical 
powers; "monument" derives from the 
Latin monere, meaning to remind, and 
signifies a lasting evidence of someone 
or something notable. Read pro- 
pounded that "the specific art of 
sculpture comes into existence some- 
where between those two extremes as 
a method of creating an object with 
the independence of the amulet and 
the effect of the monument." 

Although his thesis provides a 
convenient distinction regarding the 
sculpture of remote cultures, as well as 
a workable viewpoint from which to 
view the art of sculpture in general, it 
does not fit well with the tastes of the 
dynamic, technologically-centered 
social order of today and has been 
largely forgotten. 

In the following decades, the art of 
sculpture has ignored the possibilities 
inherent in the amulet and increasingly 
has centered its interests around the 
construction of huge forms that 
purport to be monuments but seldom 
are. What these monuments com- 
memorate is often open to public 
question, and the apathy these forms 
engender in the populace they pre- 
sumably serve compels one to question 
their overall validity. At best, society 
is unprepared to appreciate the large 
and costly monument for want of a 
common aesthetic language. 

In our aesthetically polyglot society, 
which has neither unity of vision nor 


political stability, which demands 
outward conformity and threatens 
individual privacy, the monument as 
such is largely superfluous in meeting 
contemporary demands. As a more 
relevant alternative, an art form based 
on the qualities of the netsuki 
sculpture of Japan is the art form 
most able to meet this challenge. Of 
all traditional forms of art, none is 
more personal than the handheld 
medal. Because of its portability, it 
enjoys an unparalleled intimacy with 
its owner that allows an intensity of 
expression rarely experienced in large 
objects. These effective qualities give 
the medal extraordinary potential for 
the element of magic. In the present 
computer era, one may argue that the 
magical amulet has even less relevance 
today than it did for the society of 
thirty years ago, when Read brought 
the subject under discussion within 
the context of sculpture. 

In actuality, our entire social 
structure is fraught with manifesta- 
tions of the amulet that we cleverly 
disguise as status symbols, invest- 
ments and objects of security. The 
accumulation of wealth is, in itself, 
the building of a protective device to 
ward off the evils, mischiefs and 
disasters of life; the objective forms of 
affluence are, in fact, talismantic 
symbols of protection. The prestigious 
automobile, gold necklaces, a 
numbered account in a Swiss bank, 
antiques, portfolios and countless other 
"luxuries" all evidence fundamental 
magical properties that are difficult to 
distinguish in function from the 
talismans serving more primitive

societies. 

The magical element is always 
present in a pure work of art. It exists 
in the subliminal layers of meaning 
and fantasy that are woven into the art 
form and communicated to the 
spectator on that same subliminal 
level. Call it poetics, aesthetic 
revelation or magic; all are much the 
same and deal with a psychical order 
that is sorely needed in today's society. 

Presently, man is insecure and 
afraid — either for the economy, his 
personal well-being or his position. His 
peace of mind is threatened by the 
uncertainty of the nuclear age. He is 
alone and desperately needs some 
objective symbol of continuity, some 
element to transcend his day-to-day 
existence, and firm ground upon which 
to gain support and again taste the 
poetics of life. Denied this aesthetic/ 
magical element, he is denied his full 
measure of humanity. Should the 
medallist fail to recognize this 
necessity for magic, he ultimately fails 
as an artist and as a human being. 


JOHN COOK holds a Master of Fine Arts 
degree and is professor of sculpture at The 
Pennsylvania State University. Head of the 
U.S. delegation to the XIX Congress of the 
Federation Internationale de la Medaille 
(FIDEM) in Florence, Italy, in 1983, Cook 
will be one of several instructors at the 
International Medallic Art Workshop, 
scheduled for July 16 through August 3, 
1984, at the University Park Campus in 
State College, Pennsylvania.

The British are not noted for wild en- 
thusiasm, but during the reign of Queen 
Victoria (1837-1901) they nearly destroyed 
their image. She was young, chaste and 
beautiful when she came to the throne in 
1837, a welcome contrast to her royal 
uncles who at their accession were far 
from young. She radiated a royal presence; 
one famous painting depicts her first 
meeting with the ministers of state — the 
dark, lofty council chamber, the sober 
counsellors, all dominated by the tiny 
figure of the Queen in shining white. It 
was a true picture despite her disclaimer, 
''But 1 didn't wear white that day; I wore 
my brown silk!" 

It is not often a young, beautiful 
monarch comes to the throne of a great 
nation, where it is her fate to have her 
features memorialized in stone and metal, 
canvas and paper. Victoria's 
accession was the result of 
a highly unlikely chain of 
circumstances: if the Prin- 
cess Charlotte, only child 
of the Prince Regent (who 
separated permanently 

from his legal wife), had 
not died in childbirth, 
leaving a stillborn son; if 
the 50-year-old Duke of 
Kent had not been compelled by his debts 
to leave the mistress he had cherished for 
27 years to propose to an eligible noble- 
woman 19 years younger than himself, 
but already a widow with two children; 
if he had not persisted for more than a 
year after she had first rejected him, there 
would have been no Queen Victoria as we 
know her.^ 

At the time of her accession William 
Wyon had been Chief Engraver of the 
British Royal Mint for approximately nine 
years. Trained in the art of engraving by 
his older cousin, Thomas Wyon, he prac- 
ticed the old tradition of making his own 
wax models and cutting his own designs 
directly into the die with tiny gravers, 
punches and drills. He was sensitive to 
the limitations of the metal and indepen- 
dent of the new portrait lathe, which 
made many sculptors lose their sense of 
the material even though the device saved 
labor. Beyond his mastery of form was his 
sense of fitness. Female fashions of the 
19th century were hideous, and the Queen 
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Queen 

AND WILLIAM WYON 


made no effort to hold herself aloof from 
them. Contemporary prints show her clad 
in the same fussy frocks as the ladies of 
her kingdom, her hair plastered to her 
head and sprouting the same artificial pro- 
fusion of curls, but Wyon saw through all 
this foolery. He realized her essential 
integrity and portrayed her in classic 
poses that would reveal it. 

Assigned the preparation of new coin- 
age designs, as was customary with the 
changing of a reign, Wyon met the chal- 
lenge with a classic portrait of Victoria, 
managing to "catch her spontaneous 
youthful charm and at the same time 
create an excellent likeness. It was the 
head of a lovely young girl, her hair bound 
across the top with two fillets, or head- 
bands, and caught into a graceful knot at 
the back — the celebrated "Young Head" 
design, which was destined to grace 
British and Empire coinage for decades 
and would inspire many imitations, both 
good and bad. 

The pattern sovereigns and half sov- 
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ereigns were ready for approval almost at 
once, and they went into circulation in 
1838. In 1839 Wyon produced the gold 5- 
pound pattern — possibly the handsomest 
coin ever struck — with an obverse design 
featuring the Young Head and a reverse 
depicting the Queen's full-length portrait 
as the crowned Una of Spenser's Faerie 
Queen, guiding the British lion with her 
scepter. The Latin motto, DIRIGE DEUS 
GRESSUS MEOS, might have been her 
personal prayer — "May God Direct My 
Steps." 

By 1838 and 1839 all new silver and 
copper coinage designs were completed 
and in production, from the silver crown 
and half crown to the minuscule Maun- 
dy bits, broad copper penny, half penny 
and farthing. At the same time, silver 
groats were struck for use in British 
Guiana, half groats for the Colonies, and 
three- halfpence pieces for Ceylon and 
Jamaica. All were of the same type as the 
homeland's coinage and were virtually 
indistinguishable from one another in 
design. 

Other coins, clearly identified as to 
locality, were produced for the outlying 
regions — copper coins for the Isle of Man 
in 1839, and for Jersey and Gibraltar in 
1841. All the pieces, from the stately 
"Una and the Lion" to the lowly quarter 
farthing, bore Wyon's lovely proftle of the 
18-year-old Queen. Most of them con- 
tinued to be struck through the 1860s and 
70s, and some were produced into the 
1880s. The Queen's visage became familiar 
in households all over the world. 

Such a delightful design could not fail 
to provoke the sincerest form of flattery. 
A primitive copy surfaced in Nova Scotia 
in 1840 on the penny and half-penny 
tokens, though it was not very successful 
according to Haxby.^ A more subtle imita- 
tion appeared in India the same year. At 
that time the East India Company had au- 
thority to issue coinage for all of India 
from its mints in Bombay, Calcutta and 
Madras. A variety of coins bearing the 
image of the Queen began to appear — gold 
mohurs, silver rupees and other smaller 
coins. Some bore the initial of Major J.T. 
Smith, then mintmaster at the Madras 
Mint."* The coins were not flattering to the 
Queen; at first glance they seemed to bear 
Wyon's Young Head portrait, but the 
relief was lower, the features distorted and

the forehead flattened. An unworthy copy, 
it evidently was not brought to the 
Queen's attention for several years, for 
Wyon was not commissioned to make 
corrections until 1849. His new coins bore 
a revised version of the Young Head with 
the old dates, 1840 and 1841, and were fur- 
ther distinguished by dividing the legend 
VICTORIA/QUEEN to each side of the head 
rather than running it continuously over 
the top as had been done before. 

The Young Head design proliferated 
even after Wyon's death in 1851, the year 
of the great Australian gold rush. A new 
mint was established in Sydney, and 
James Wyon of London (another member 
of that talented family) requested to 
design a sovereign and hdf sovereign. His 
Young Head pattern of 1853, based on 
William Wyon's portrait, falls short of the 
original only in minute details — the fore- 
head a trifle too high, the mouth and nose 
a little too compressed, the chin a bit too 
prominent. Nonetheless, it was a lovely 
coin and was issued for circulation in 
1855 and 1856. 

In 1854 Leonard Charles Wyon, William 
Wyon's son and successor as chief en- 
graver, designed new penny and half- 
penny tokens for New Brunswick. He 
transferred his father's Young Head por- 
trait from the shilling to the half-penny 
token and from the British half-penny to 
the penny token. A three-masted ship was 
featured on the reverse of the coins.® 

When G.W. de Saulles, chief engraver 
of the Mint in 1897, was preparing a set 
of gold and silver medals to commemo- 
rate the Queen's Diamond Jubilee, he so 
admired the Young Head design that he 
featured it on the reverse of the medal that 
bore his own "Veiled Head" portrait on 
the obverse. 

But the Young Head design, no matter 
how vigorous and prolific, could not con- 
tain William Wyon's creative powers. In 
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The Royal Family at home, as depicted by Franz Winterhalter in 1846. 


1837 he created another distinguished por- 
trait of the Queen for the medal com- 
memorating her visit to the Guildhall; it 
was a clear-eyed, youthful head, "'softly 
modeled, with great dignity."^ The Queen 
wore the type of crown known as a dia- 
dem, which basically is a headband of 
precious metal that may or may not be 
decorated with gems. In this case it was, 
and in addition it bore a series of jewelled 
crosses around the top edge. Stmck for the 
Royal Academy of Art, the portrait graced 
Britain's prestigious award, the National 
Medal for Success in Art, for many years. 
The "Diademed Head" also appeared on 
an extensive series of military medals — 
Candahar, Ghuznee and Cabul in 1842; 
China in 1842; the Scinde War in 1843; 
Jellabad in 1845; Sutlej in 1846; the Mili- 
tary and Naval General Service medals of 
1848; Punjab in 1849; India in 1851; South 
Africa (Kaffir) in 1853; Crimea in 1856; 
Baltic in 1856; Indian Mutiny in 1859; a 
second China medal in 1861; and a second 
India General Service medal in 1895.^ 


Naturally the design was copied, occa- 
sionally with official approval. In 1840 a 
faithful reproduction of "remarkable 
beauty and strength" was engraved in 
steel by Charles and Frederick Heath and 
became the plate for printing the original 
"Penny Black" postage stamp, highly 
prized by stamp collectors as the genesis 
of their hobby.® Needless to say, the 
design was also copied without authoriza- 
tion. In 1843 the New Brunswick govern- 
ment, in an effort to relieve a shortage of 
minor coins, contracted with William 
Hammond of Halifax to strike penny and 
half-penny tokens, and this version of the 
Diademed Head was rather elegant in its 
primitive style. When apprised of the 
issue, the British Colonial Office was 
"furious"; however, the colony, after in- 
forming London that the contract was 
cancelled, quietly obtained the coppers 
from Boulton and Watt and circulated 
them until 1853.^ The coins* reverse 
featured the same three-masted ship as 
that pictured on the officially approved 
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A medal commemorating Queen Victoria’s 
Diamond Jubilee features G.W. de Saulles’

Wyon’s “Young Head” design on the reverse. 

tokens of 1854. 

The Diademed Head design most famil- 
iar to collectors is not William Wyon's, 
though it probably stems from his crea- 
tion. In the 1860s William Theed pro- 
duced a model of the Queen wearing the 
same diadem as that shown on the Guild- 
hall medal of 1837; considering his adap- 
tation of the portrait, it is hard to believe 
that the face belonged to the same 
person — it was not that of an innocent 
young girl, but rather a middle-aged 
matron, severe and grim of countenance. 
She had reason to look grim; by that time 
she had survived the Chartist riots of 
1848, the Crimean War, various never- 
ending crises at home and abroad, the 
birth of nine children, and the death of her 
husband in 1861 from a painful and ex- 
hausting illness. Except for the endlessly 
bickering ministers of state, she was left 
to face the present and future alone. It was 
a true rendering. 

Theed's portrait appeared in 1866 on 
the silver coins of Hong Kong, notably the 
dollar and half dollar. In 1869 L.C. Wyon 
used the design for the Jamaican half 
penny and for the Prince Edward Island 
cent in 1871.^° Wyon also used it for the 
other Jamaican coins of 1869 and 1880; 
Canadian silver coins of 1870 (slightly 
modified); the Canadian large cent of 
1876; Straits Settlements copper and 
silver pieces of 1871, 1872 and 1886; the 
Mauritius bronze and silver coins of 1877; 
the British Honduras cent and silver 
pieces of 1885 and 1894; and the British 
Guiana groat of 1891. After Wyon's death, 
G.W. de Saulles continued the design on 
the Ceylon silver pieces of 1892 and the 


bronze pice of the East Africa Protectorate 
in 1897. 

Earlier in the century the Queen had 
posed for a portrait wearing a simpler form 
of diadem, its top completely smooth 
without the crest of jewelled crosses. The 
year was 1845, the occasion the issuance 
of copper coins for the Straits Settlements, 
and William Wyon again produced a 
widely imitated masterpiece. L.C. Wyon 
duplicated it for the copper denomina- 
tions in 1862 with a different reverse. He 
also had prepared a similar design for a 
pattern cent for Canada in 1858, which 
was rejected but later chosen for the frac- 
tional shilling pieces of Jersey in 1866, and 
repeated in 1877 when the coinage de- 
nominations were changed. The design 
also was implemented for the copper 
coins of Ceylon in 1870, and the coins of 
Cyprus in 1879 showed the same smooth 
headband on a more mature profile. 

Another charming, youthful portrait 
created by L.C. Wyon was not a copy at 
all, for in it an entirely different tiara

crowned the Queen. Its rim was scalloped, 
with each cusp bearing a jewel. With this 
design, the younger Wyon proved that he 
had inherited some of his father's genius 
when he engraved the penny and half- 
penny tokens for Nova Scotia in 1856. 

By the late 1840s new patterns of 
thought were abroad in the Western 
world, not only in politics but also in the 
arts. The Neoclassical period had passed, 
and a new era was at hand. The great com- 
posers Beethoven and Schubert were gone, 
replaced by Mendelssohn and Chopin, 
with Wagner and Brahms waiting in the 
wings. In architecture, the delightful new 
houses of early Victorian times only 
hinted at the decadent floridity to come. 
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The Prince Edward Island cent of 1871 features 
William Theed’s "Diademed Head" design, 
which depicts a more mature profile of the 
Queen. 

In literature and the graphic arts, the Pre- 
Raphaelites— the Rosettis, Burne-Jones 
and William Morris — were the avant- 
garde of a widespread movement reach- 
ing out to borrow from the splendor, 
beauty and grace of the past. There was 
a great, if uncritical, admiration for things 
medieval. 

This was the setting in which William 
Wyon produced another masterwork — the 
'^Gothic Head" portrait of the Queen. Still 
only a girl, she wore confidently the 
regalia of majesty. Her hair was ceremo- 
niously plaited and looped under the ear; 
her dress was stiff with ornate lace 
medallions; her headpiece was no mere 
circlet or crested diadem but a full arched 
crown, heavy with gems and the orb of 
royal power. The spiked Gothic inscrip- 
tion encircling her head completed the 
aura of mystery. 

The magnificent silver crown featuring 


this design was, and is, something of a 
rarity. Only 8,000 were minted in 1847, 
and a few hundred more in 1853 — a mere 
handful compared to the issuance of 
its contemporary, the American Seated 
Liberty silver dollar. Most of the crowns 
may have been put away as keepsakes, for 
according to Trowbridge, "It is most 
unusual to find the Gothic crown in 
grades less than Extra Fine."^^ 

The florin, of the same design but 
smaller, was minted in larger numbers 
and over a longer period of time, from 
1849 until 1887. Because of restricted 
space the words DEI GRATIA originally 
were omitted from the inscription, but as 
if commenting on the mood of virtue that 
the Queen inspired in her subjects, a 
public outcry arose against the "Godless" 
coin, and the words were restored in 1851. 

The Gothic Head never appeared on 
other British coins, thou^ variants per- 
sisted in the eastern territories. Faithful 
copies in miniature, bronze cent and 
silver 10-cent pieces were issued for Hong 
Kong in 1863. One year earlier the Indian 
mints put forth a modified copy whereby 
the artist made drastic changes, appar- 
ently in an attempt to transform the 
Queen into an Oriental princess. Wyon's 
design featured the Queen in a square-cut 
neckline, with her bare throat and a bit 
of the shoulder and upper chest exposed; 
the copyist at the Indian mint filled in the 
open neck to the base of the throat and 
included a bun wrapped with costume 
jewelry beads at the base of the neck. He 
also modified the profile, giving the face 
a most pedestrian expression. Later on, 
the gold coins of 1870 and 1879 showed 
the profile changed still further, to the so- 
called "Mature Face," with puffy cheeks 
and a double chin — evidently an attempt 
to keep up with the times as the diademed 
portrait had done, but in this case with 
distinct damage to the Queen's dignity. 
This lamentable portrait apparently orig- 
inated in London, and in 1862 a copy of 
it was offered to the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment as a pattern for their proposed 
10-cent piece, only to be promptly 
rejected. 

In the final year of his life William 
Wyon produced what may have been his 
most sensitive and elegant rendering of 
Victoria — the "Laureate Head." The 
Queen's face was a trifle fuller than that 
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of the Young Head— after all she was a 
few years older— yet there was no lessen- 
ing of her loveliness. The delicate profile, 
the crown of wavy hair, the tiny earring, 
the superbly chiseled laurel wreath, all 
were essential, yet nothing was overdone; 
there was no striving for effect, and each 
element fell naturally into place. Once 
again, it was a classic treatment. 

Beside the Queen's face appeared that 
of her husband and consort. Prince Albert. 
Below them in the field swam two 
dolphins like those of the nymph Arethusa 
on the ancient Greek coins of Syracuse. 
Behind the Queen's head a trident stood 
upright, symbolic of British naval power. 
The occasion was the Prince's — the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, of which he was the 
moving spirit. In commemoration of the 
event Wyon struck a set of five bronze 
medals, all bearing the princely portrait; 
the three largest medals also bore a por- 
trait of the Queen. The reverses, with 
their full-length figures, were designed by 
several different artists — George G. 
Adams, Leonard C. Wyon, Hippolyte 
Bonnardel and sculptor Joseph Francois 
Domard. 

These medals apparently were the in- 
spiration for three additional numismatic 
portraits of the Queen, neither copies nor 
inferior variants but works of art in their 
own right. The first appeared in 1855 as 
a pattern designed for the Sydney mint to 
replace James Wyon's Young Head design 
of 1855-56. His Laureate Head, though

lacking the polish and sophistication of 
William Wyon's, had a delicate charm of 
its own. The Queen's expression was alert 
and friendly; her hair, plaited after the 
manner of the Gothic design, was looped 
under the ear and brought up over the 
knot at the back of the head, creating a 
filigree effect unique to the Sydney 
sovereigns and half sovereigns of 1857 
through 1870. 

Another Laureate Head design created 
by Leonard Wyon in 1858 depicted the 
profile of an innocent young face with a 
clear, direct expression. The hair was once 
again braided and looped under the ear, 
but the filigree was missing, and instead 
a tiny tress dangled from the knot of hair 
at the back, as in the original Young Head 
portrait. This design was widely used in 
Canada on the cent and the silver 5-, 10- 
and 20-cent pieces of 1858-1901, in New 
Brunswick in 1862-64 on the cent and half 
cent, and in Newfoundland on the silver 
5-, 10-, 20- and 50-cent pieces and the gold 
$2 pieces minted from 1865 to 1888 
The careful observer will note that the 
Queen's face changed along with the ad- 
vancing dates on the coins. According to 
Haxby, "None of these [varieties] was a 
serious attempt to accurately portray Vic- 
toria as she looked at the time," though 
they gave the illusion of doing so.^^ On 
the Canadian coins she kept her youth 
remarkably well, though on provincial 
coins she aged more rapidly. The New- 
foundland 50-cent piece of 1870 featured 
the most convincing portrait of the Queen, 
one which came close to duplicating the 
appearance of age shown on Theed's 
Diademed Head. 

The third version of the Laureate Head 
was a return to sophistication; in this 
design the Queen, with a "Mona Lisa" ex- 
pression, gave the impression of a lady 
about to pronounce judgement — a true 
Queen indeed. Credited to Leonard Wyon, 
the portrait was not at all in the style of 
the Canadian Laureate Head, and is 
believed to have been derived from 
another of William Theed's models. 
Comparison with Theed's Diademed 
Head reveals many similarities. 

This third portrait also changed over 
the years, as the youthful face featured on 
coins of the 1860s gave way to an older 
one in 1874. The change can be noted on 
the British penny, half penny and farthing 
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A ‘'Laureate Head" design created by Leonard 
C. Wyon was featured on the Canadian cent 
of 1858-59. 


minted from 1869 to 1895 and on the 
third-farthing minted from 1866 to 1885. 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia used the 
earlier portrait on their cent and half-cent 
pieces of 1861-64, and Newfoundland 
used it on cents minted from 1865 
through 1896. 

Did William Wyon bring about a new 
golden age of numismatics in the middle 
years of the 19th century comparable to 
those of classical Greece and the Ren- 
aissance? A case can be made for that 
view, though of course he did not do it 
single-handedly. Those peaks of perfec- 
tion in the arts come about only on rare 
occasions when technique, artistry and 
subject matter coincide with a high degree 
of maturity. In this case, the technique 
had been available for some decades, since 
1788 when Matthew Boulton and James 
Watt invented the steam-powered coining 
press. This equipment had immense 
power and could produce coins at high 


speed with excellent concentricity and 
finish. According to Q. David Bowers, 
''The products of the Soho Mint of the late 
18th century stand today as magnificent 
examples of die workmanship and coin 
production."^^ 

There is a certain enigmatic genius 
about William Wyon's work that no 
amount of explanation can entirely dispel. 
The subtle but taking beauty of the classic 
portraits of the Queen is not accounted 
for sufficiently by freshness of conception 
and purity of line and contour. At the 
same time, the mystical character of his 
Gothic Head design cannot be explained 
by complexity of line and richness of 
texture and contrast. 

As the years slip into oblivion, the 
stature of Queen Victoria continues to in- 
crease, and so does that of William Wyon. 
For power and elegance, his portraits of 
her come close to equalling the portraits 
featured on ancient Greek coinage, sur- 
passing them in delicacy, grace and 
finesse. When shall we see another 
workman of such talents — and when shall 
we see another subject as worthy of his 
genius as that great lady Victoria?

Marco Polo Commemorated 

China has released four Proof coins 
honoring explorer Marco Polo that bear 
his likeness on the reverse and beautiful 
Yu's Pass, located at the western terminal 
of the Great Wall, on the common ob- 
verse. Two gold pieces, struck in denom- 
inations of 100 and 10 yuan, measure 
23mm and 10mm, respectively, while the 
.900 fine silver 5-yuan and 5-jian coins 
measure 36mm and 15mm. Dated 1983, 
the coins are housed in an official presen- 
tation case accompanied by a certificate 
of authenticity.

YUGOSLAVIA 

Final Series Completes Olympic Set 
The fifth and final series of silver coins 
and the third and final gold coin com- 
memorating the 1984 Winter Olympic 
Games have been issued by the National 



Bank of Yugoslavia, making the entire set 
of three gold coins and fifteen silver coins 
available. 

The legal-tender, sterling silver coins 
portray pairs figure skating on the 100 
dinars, Yugoslavian President Tito on the 
250 dinars, and slalom skiing on the 500 
dinars. They weigh 13g, 17g, and 23g and 
measure 30mm, 34mm and 38mm in dia- 
meter, respectively. The Proof-quality 
coins bear a common obverse depicting 
the Yugoslavian coat-of-arms beside the 
Olympic logo. 

Bearing the Olympic flame and struck 
in Proof quality, the legal-tender 5000- 
dinar piece is 24mm in diameter and con- 
tains 8g of .900 fine gold. Mintage of all 
coins in the 1984 Yugoslavian Olympic 
set is limited to 55,000 each. 

Observes David Aker, director of the 
Yugoslavian Olympic coin program, "Re- 
lease of this fifth series establishes a 
milestone in Olympic history in that it 
completes the most comprehensive col- 
lection ever conceived and issued by a 
host nation . . . This unprecedented col- 
lection of coins features contemporary 
designs superbly executed by Yugoslavia's 
foremost artists, and includes ten winter 
sports — many of which are honored for 
the first time."

Proof Set Features Scottish Pound 
Highlighting the 1984 British Proof set 
is the new one-pound coin that depicts the 
legendary Scottish thistle together with 
the edge inscription NEMO ME IMPUNE 
LACESSIT (no one provokes me with im- 
punity), marking the first time in more 
than two centuries that the thistle and 
motto appear on the same coin. The 
hardy, purple thistle has been cherished 
for hundreds of years since, according to 
legend. Viking marauders bent on raid- 
ing an important Scottish settlement 
blundered barefoot into a bed of thistles 
and were subsequently routed by the 



Struck in nickel-brass, the 25.5mm 
piece is identical in size to the 1983 issue 
and shows the royal diadem encircling an 
uprooted thistle on the reverse. The 
obverse bears the Machin rendering of 
Queen Elizabeth H, common to all United 


Kingdom coins. Other denominations in 
the 1984 set are half- and one-penny, 2-, 
5-, 10-, 20- and 50-pence pieces. 

The Proof sets are limited to a mintage 
of 125,000 and sell for US$39.75 for the 
set housed in a genuine leather wallet and 
$29.75 for the set presented in a leather- 
ette wallet.

CYPRUS 

Proof Set Heralds New Coinage System 

Two decades after the issuance of its 
first national coinage the Republic of 
Cyprus has introduced a new, cent- 
denommated coinage system with a 1983 
Proof set that replaces the old mil 
denominations. The common obverse of 
the pieces carries the national emblem of 
Cyprus together with the date 1983, while 
reverses show various artifacts and wild- 
life common to the Mediterranean island. 

The half-cent is struck in aluminum, 
and the 1-, 2-, 5-, 10- and 20-cent issues 
are of nickel-brass; mintage is limited to 
10,000 sets.

SINGAPORE 

Issues Mark Lunar Year of the Rat 

In observance of 1984 as the lunar year 
of the rat, the Singapore Mint has issued 
a $500 gold Proof coin, a $10 nickel Uncir- 
culated coin and an Uncirculated set. Part 
of the Mint's Oriental zodiac series, the 
legal-tender gold Proof bears an engraving 
of the rat on the reverse encircled by the 
twelve animals of the zodiac, and the 
Singapore coat-of-arms on the obverse. 
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The piece weighs 17g, measures 28.5mm 
in diameter and is limited to a mintage 
of 4,000. The 41mm $10 issue bears a 
similar design depicting the rat, and 
contains 28g of pure nickel. 

Comprised of six brilliant, legal-tender 
coins, the 1984 Uncirculated set consists 
of 1-, 5-, 10-, 20-, 50-cent and $1 issues and 
is housed in a presentation wallet together 
with an interesting narrative about the 
Year of the Rat. 

The gold issue is priced at US$610, in- 
cluding air postage. Uncirculated sets and 
$10 coins are available only in packages 
containing two sets and one nickel piece 
each, priced at $17.50 per package, in- 
cluding surface postage.

SAN MARINO 

Gold Piece Acclaims Liberty 

San Marino has issued a 5-scudi legal- 
tender coin struck by the Rome mint, 
with, a value of 150,000 Italian lire 
(approximately US$90). Designed by 
Guido Veroi, the piece carries the inscrip- 
tion LIBERT AS PERPETVA (perpetual lib- 
erty) on its reverse together with a motif 


symbolic of the task of passing on the 
blessings of liberty to future generations. 
The obverse bears the legend REPUBLICA 
DI SAN MARINO and the state motto LIB- 
ERTAS, as well as the three-towers symbol 
of the country. Containing lOg of .917 fine 
gold, the coin measures 28mm in dia- 
meter; mintage will be limited to 16,000 
pieces, the majority of which will be sold 
to collectors. 

MACAU 

Coins Observe Year of the Rat 
For the third consecutive year the 
Singapore Mint has been commissioned 
by the Issuing Institute of Macau to pro- 
duce the Chinese Almanac series of 
commemorative coinage, which this 
year honors the rat, a symbol of charm, 
honesty and duality highly respected in 
the East. The two legal-tender coins carry 
the common obverse of the coat-of-arms 
of Macau, and on the reverse depict the

HONG KONG 

Year of the Rat Celebrated 

Ninth in the series struck to commem- 
orate each of the twelve years of the 
ancient lunar calendar, a $1,000 coin 
celebrating the Chinese Year of the Rat 
has been issued by the British Royal Mint 
for the government of Hong Kong. De- 
signed by Elizabeth Haddon-Cave and 



struck in 22kt gold, the 28.4mm piece 
weighs 16g and bears the Machin render- 
ing of Queen Elizabeth on the obverse and 
a depiction of the rat on the reverse. 

Legend has it that thousands of years 
ago Buddha summoned all the animals in 
creation to a New Year's feast, but only 
twelve attended. To reward them, Buddha 
named one year of the lunar calendar for 
each animal present. The first to arrive 
was Shu, the rat, regarded since as a sign 
of prosperity, creativity, honesty and lon- 
gevity. Previous issues in the series dating 
from 1976 through 1983 depict the dragon, 
snake, horse, goat, monkey, cockerel, dog 


and the pig. 

The legal-tender coin is struck in both 
Proof and Uncirculated conditions, with 
mintages of 10,000 and 20,000, and sells 
for US$525 and $350 respectively. Orders

Musician Fred Waring Honored 

Bronze duplicates of the specially stmck 
Congressional gold medal presented to 
Fred Waring by President Reagan Decem- 
ber 15, 1983, are available from the United 
States Mint. Public Law 97-246 authorized 
the medal for Waring, who is known as 
the "Father of American Chorale Music," 
in recognition of his contribution to the 
development of music in this country. 

Designed by John Mercanti, the ob- 
verse bears a profile portrait of Waring 
wearing a bow tie, while the reverse, 
designed by Michael lacocca, carries the 
inscription MEDAL OF THE CONGRESS 
PRESENTED TO FRED WARING EXPRESS- 
ING THE NATION'S GRATITUDE FOR HIS 
ACHIEVEMENTS AS COMPOSER-MUSICAL 
DIRECTOR-EDUCATOR . . . FOR THE PLEA-

THROUGH MUSIC AND SONG.

Coin, Medal or Token? 


An ANA member from Arizona 
recently wrote to me with an inter- 
esting question: ''Is a token a coin or 
not?" My correspondent apparently was 
having trouble collecting on an insur- 
ance claim that was disputed because 
of technicalities of language. He went 
on to inquire, "Is there any authorita- 
tive article, rule, law, etc. that is helpful 
in distinguishing the difference be- 
tween a coin and a token? How does the 
American Numismatic Association de- 
fine tokens?" 

This raises an interesting point. The 
cover of our publication, The Numis- 
matist, notes that the ANA journal is 
"for collectors of coins, medals, tokens 
and paper money," implying that there 
are four distinct numismatic categories. 
Although few would suggest that coins 
and paper money can be confused, the 
gradation between tokens and coins is 
less well defined. Unquestionably, they 
are all "numismatic items." The term 
coin collector generally applies to those 
interested in all sorts of metallic nu- 
mismatic objects. 

The Dictionary of Numismatic 
Terms, which is published by the 
Association, offers the following ex- 
planations: 

Coin — Usually a metallic item struck 
from dies by a government or official 
authority and intended to serve as a 
medium of exchange or as a pattern or 
collector's piece related to such. 

Token — A die-struck item, usually of 
metal, issued by a private individual, 
firm or government department, and in- 
tended not as legal tender or circulating 
coinage, but rather as a medium of trade 
or as a substitute for regular coinage. 
Tokens are primarily used in exchange 
for goods and services, such as tolls, 
transportation, merchandise and the 
like. They have no legal-tender status, 
nor will anyone other than the issuer 
usually redeem them. 

Medal — A die-struck metallic item, 
without legal-tender status and not in- 


tended for trade or exchange, issued to 
I commemorate a particular person, place 
I or event. 

An old saying states that there is "an 
exception to every rule" and this is cer- 
tainly true of numismatic definitions. 
Often, the distinction between coins 
and tokens is hazy. At one time, the 
United States government redeemed 
! privately-issued Talbot Allum <Si Lee 
1794 and 1795 tokens to extract the 
copper in them. Normally, the govern- 
ment could care less about privately- 
issued pieces. On the other hand, 
certain United States coins, legal tender 
at the time of issue, later had no 
redemption status, such as United 
States Trade dollars. Still other pieces, 
specifically some pattern coins bearing 
the name of the United States of 
America and a design and denomina- 
tion, are not legal tender and not 
redeemable; hence, technically they 
might be more in the category of tokens 
or medals. 

The definition of paper money also 
has its problems. I suppose one can say 
that paper money constitutes a printed 
obligation, with hope of future redemp- 
tion, issued by a private individual, 
merchant or government authority. But 
then one must be careful to differen- 
tiate such issues from scrip or, for that 
matter, from bonds or other financial 
obligations. Provision also must be 
made for the changing status of certain 
paper money issues. For example, al- 
though the United States government 
has issued numerous pieces as legal 
tender, beginning with Continental 
currency issues, this status has been 
repealed for certain issues from time to 
time. 

Obviously, there are no "neat" defini- 
tions under which coins, medals, tokens 
and paper money can be grouped. To 
collectors, it doesn't seem to make 
much difference, but apparently it is 
very important to some insurance 
companies.

With National Coin Week slightly 
more than a month away, now is the 
time for all Roman Coin Project partici- 
pants to start preparing for the 1984 
RCP/NCW competition. National Coin 
Week is the largest ANA-sponsored 
event of the year, inviting participation 
from every coin collector and every coin 
club in the nation. Roman Coin Project 
participants taking part in this national 
observance are eligible to win prizes 
that include a gold coin, a silver Roman 
denarius, a Roman antoninianus, a 
Byzantine follis, a medieval saucer- 
shaped scyphate and a book about 
numismatics. 

RCP members interested in compet- 
ing for these prizes should heed the 
following suggestions: 

1. Speak to your coin club. Scout 
troop, homeroom class, or any group 
about National Coin Week and the 
Roman Coin Project. Explain how the 
program operates and pass around the 
ancient coins you have acquired. Em- 
phasize that all coins are earned, and 
encourage participation in numismatics 
and the RCP. 

2. Prepare an exhibit of the coins you 
have earned, even if you have only com- 


pleted the first phase of the program. 
Once again, stress the fact that the 
coins are earned; explain in writing the 
principal aspects of the RCP and make 
full mention of National Coin Week. 

3. Write an article about the Roman 
Coin Project for your school or city 
newspaper. Be sure to point out the 
purpose and theme of National Coin 
Week — ^'Numismatics: A Foundation 
for Friendship." 

Once your NCW project has been 
completed, mail all documentation of 
your participation, including reports, 
newspaper articles, photographs, etc., 
to me at the address shown at the end 
of this article. When all the entries have 
been received, a panel of three judges — 
Dr. Walter A. Ostromecki, Jr., Dr. 
Charles Seward and myself — will decide 
the winners. All Roman Coin Project 
participants are eligible to enter the 
competition; entries should be post- 
marked no later than May 5, 1984. 

An interesting point to remember is 
that the work you put into your Na- 
tional Coin Week project can be applied 
to your RCP requirements!

The following questions are frequently 
posed to numismatic professionals; 
hopefully, the answers presented here 
will enable the collector/investor to feel 
more confident and informed. 


Q. Should I use a commercial coin dip? 

A. Coin dips contain a weak acid solu- 
tion that removes a minute amount of 
surface metal from the coin. Although 
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they do remove tarnish (toning), they 
also will reduce the coin's lustre. If the 
coin is not properly washed and neutral- 
ized after dipping, the acid remaining 
on the surface may, in time, cause dark 
spotting. 

Dipping, though generally not ad- 
vised, should be performed by a profes- 
sional numismatist. However, if you 
plan to dip your own coins, practice on 
inexpensive pieces of various metal 
compositions before dipping more valu- 
able coins. Never rub a coin with a 
cloth or paste, as hairline scratches will 
usually result. Remember, a coin can 
always be dipped, but it cannot be 
"undipped." 

Q. Is strike considered a part of grade? 

A. This is a particularly hot topic, 
especially in recent years. Some profes- 
sionals feel grade encompasses only 
lustre and eye appeal, maintaining that 
a weakly-struck coin, if carefully re- 
moved from the dies, can still qualify 
as Perfect Uncirculated. In such cases, 
striking irregularities, either positive or 
negative, are mentioned along with the 
grade of the coin, such as "MS-70 
weakly struck." Other professionals 
note strike as a part of eye appeal; con- 
sequently, a weakly-struck coin is not 
considered eye appealing and does not 
warrant a grade above MS-63. A study 
of guide sheet levels reveals that poorly 
struck coins rarely achieve prices in ex- 
cess of those commanded for MS-63. 
The ANA grading guide considers strike 
in grading Mint State Standing Liberty 
quarters but not for many other series. 

Whether or not strike is included in 
grading, it does significantly affect the 
value of a coin. However, usually only 
well-stmck coins qualify for price levels 
associated with grades of MS-65 or 
better. 


Q* How do I go about selecting a 
dealer? 

A. It is important that the numismatic 
professional you select be both honest 


and knowledgeable. A dishonest coin 
dealer can be detrimental to your finan- 
cial health; however, a well-meaning 
but uninformed dealer can be equally 
bad for your pocketbook. Below are 
some guidelines to help you select an 
ethical, knowledgeable dealer. These 
suggestions cannot assure you of abso- 
lute protection — only education and at- 
tending shows, auctions and seminars 
can afford such peace of mind. 

1 . See if the dealer's pricing is in line 
with reputable guide sheets. There is no 
Santa Claus in numismatics. 

2. Check the dealer's standing with 
publications in which he advertises, 
organizations in which he holds mem- 
bership, and credit institutions. 

3. Ask to speak with the dealer's past 
clients. 

4. Compare his guarantee with that 
of other dealers. 

5. Is the dealer respected by his 
peers? Is he often published or has he 
served as an officer in numismatic 
organizations? 

6. Has he been dealing for three years 
or more? 

7. Does he participate in national 
shows and auctions? The dealer should 
be involved in "making" the market. 

Q. Where should I sell my coins? 

A. A detailed answer would require 
many pages of explanation, conse- 
quently, I present the following con- 
densed version. 

1 . The dealer from whom you bought 
the coins. 

Advantages: If the material is desirable, 
he will usually buy it back. Because he 
wants to ensure future transactions 
with you, he will often pay slightly 
more than anyone else. Payment is 
usually immediate. 

Disadvantages: If the material is un- 
desirable, he will put off buying it or 
suggest you take the material elsewhere. 

2. Local coin shop. 
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Advantages: Local coin shops usually 
offer privacy, accessibility and imme- 
diate payment. Dealing with such shops 
is particularly advantageous if you have 
already developed a positive relation- 
ship with the dealer. 

Disadvantages: A local shop might 
offer you slightly less for your coins 
than national dealers. 


3. Local coin show. 

Advantages: Attending a show enables 
you to collect offers from numerous 
dealers. Payment is usually immediate. 

Disadvantages: If no local dealers at the 
show conduct business on a national 
level, their offers could be lower than 
those of national specialists. 


4. Major coin show. 

Advantages: National dealers generally 
compete for material and will pay more 
for your coins. Payment is usually 
immediate. 

Disadvantages: Professionals often have 
the upper hand in that they are more 
knowledgeable than their customers. 
Transportation to the show can be a 
problem. 


5. Major auction. 

Advantages: Your coins will bring the 
best possible price for the market. Sell- 
ing at auction will ensure that your best 
coins will not sell too low. 

Disadvantages: Commissions of ap- 
proximately 10 to 20 percent and 
delayed payment can be undesirable, 
although cash advances are available 
from most auction companies. 


6. Consignment. 

Advantages: Commissions are usually 
less than those charged by auction 
firms. Prices are set by you and the 
dealer. 


Disadvantages: Coins often sell more 
slowly under consignment. Results de- 
pend on the contacts and ability of the 
individual to whom you consign your 
coins. 

7. Advertising. 

Advantages: You set the prices and the 
terms of sale. 

Disadvantages: Many hassles go along 
with being your own dealer — the cost 
of advertising, telephone bills, mailing 
charges, etc. 

8. Selling by mail. 

Advantages: Shy individuals can handle 
transactions with less personal contact. 
The inconvenience and transportation 
costs involved in seeking a specialist are 
eliminated. 

Disadvantages: Once you send the 
coins, they are no longer in your posses- 
sion, consequently, you must use care 
in deciding who will receive the coins. 


Market Update 

February 14, 1984 — The recent Long 
Beach coin show, held the first week of 
February, confirmed some encouraging 
trends in the coin market. Rising silver 
prices and the marketing efforts of a few 
firms stimulated interest and prices this 
month in BU rolls of silver Roosevelt 
dimes, Washington quarters and Frank- 
lin halves of common dates. Silver 
dollars in roll quantities were very 
active and edged forward, as did a 
number of MS-65 singles. Gem type 
coins were the subject of much interest 
at auctions, though they didn't do as 
well on the bourse floor. Gold coins also 
stirred intense interest this month, 
especially bullion-related items like 
MS-60 $20 gold pieces. It seems im- 
pending government legislation is en- 
couraging a switch from bullion coins 
such as krugerrands to low numismatic 
premium U.S. gold coins. Commemo- 
rative coins are among the hottest 
items on the U.S. coin market, despite 
trading within current price levels.

Coin Investment Clubs 


Coin investment clubs provide an ex- 
cellent and enjoyable opportunity to 
profit from fluctuations in the coin 
market. Essentially, several individuals 
in these clubs make periodic invest- 
ments that are pooled and used to pur- 
chase selected coins. Because the club 
can acquire coins in volume, it is in a 
position to buy at prices closer to 
wholesale than retail. Additionally, 
larger clubs often can maintain a 
numismatic library, subscribe to in- 
vestors' newsletters and, in some cases, 
hire a professional administrator or 
advisor. 

Tax Implications of Investment Clubs 

Tax regulations require investment 
clubs to maintain detailed records of 
each purchase and sale, with supporting 
receipts and related documentation for 
each transaction. Generally, investment 
clubs are treated as partnerships, unless 
the club elects to be taxed as a corpora- 
tion or otherwise qualifies for special 
tax-exempt status. 

Because the club functions as a part- 
nership, club members are taxed on any 
income or loss in proportion to their 
investment interest. The club files a 
partnership tax return; members must 
report their fractional share of the net 
income for that year on their individual 
tax returns, even if their earnings are 
reinvested in the club. Thus, when this 
previously taxed income is distributed 
in a future year, club members will 
not be taxed a second time on the 
distribution. 

The club's operating expenses are not 
deducted on the partnership return, but 
rather the individual members of the 
club deduct their share of the expenses 
on their personal tax returns as item- 
ized deductions. However, the deduc- 
tion for expenses cannot exceed the 


amount of reported net income from 
the partnership. 

A word of warning: investment clubs 
must avoid acting like a corporation. If 
the IRS can reclassify the club as an 
"association," the consequences could 
be painful, resulting in taxation at cor- 
porate rates. Be sure to check with a 
CPA or attorney to avoid accidentally 
falling into this trap. 

Tax Queries 

Q. I have a large coin collection that 
is worth approximately $80,000. The 
collection was purchased for $30,000, 
and it is my intention to give it to my 
daughter. I am 75 years old, and I am 
more concerned about the tax picture 
for my daughter than for myself. What 
tax strategy should I follow? Should I 
leave the coins to my daughter as part 
of my estate, or would she be better off 
if I gave her the collection now? I have 
received conflicting tax opinions and 
am very confused. 

A. If the collection is transferred as a 
gift rather than through your estate, you 
will probably pay a smaller "unified 
transfer tax." However, your daughter 
would be better off if she received the 
collection through your estate. Her tax 
basis would be consistent with the 
estate valuation of the coins, at which 
time the collection would probably be 
worth even more than $80,000. Thus, 
if she eventually sells the collection, all 
the appreciation occurred in your life- 
time would legally escape taxation. In 
contrast, if you make the gift today, 
your daughter's tax basis would be 
$30,000, a carryover of your cost. In this 
case, if she sold the coins, any amount 
in excess of this cost would be subject 
to taxation.

Mote Diagnostics of $3 Gold 




In an effort to educate collectors about 
the diagnostics of coins, ANACS con- 
tinues its series on U.S. $3 gold coins. 
Perhaps one of the more familiar pieces 
is the 1854-0 $3, the authenticity of 
which is easily determined by its many 
die cracks. The most prominent die crack 
runs through the mintmark and the rib- 
bons on either side, extending into the 
field from the end of the ribbon on the 
right. Another die crack seems to connect 
the AMER of AMERICA. However, these 
diagnostics do not necessarily appear on 
all genuine 1854-0 $3 gold pieces. As the 
working die gradually weakens, it may 
split or crack, resulting in the small, 
raised lines that appear on the coins

pictured here. 

One sp)ecimen that regularly surfaces as 
a counterfeit is the 1874 $3. Die polish 
lines are by far the most important diag- 
nostic of this piece. On one reverse die, 
raised die-polish lines appear in a semi- 
circular fashion on the ribbon,- an obverse 
die sometimes muled with this reverse

exhibits die polish through STATES; and 
a reverse struck from a second die also 
displays heavy die polish on the ribbon, 
though not in the same configuration as 
that on the first reverse. 

Only one die pair was used for business 
strikes produced in 1888. These pieces are 
easily authenticated because the obverse 
was struck with a doubled die and dis- 
plays obvious doubling on UNITED. A 
doubled die occurs when the hub used to 
strike the die shifts between impressions, 
thus resulting in double images on the die.

ANACS Aids Recovery of Stolen Coins 


During the past year the ANA Certifica- 
tion Service has had remarkable success 
in helping recover stolen coins. Investiga- 
tions conducted by four members of the 
staff in 1983 have resulted in the recovery 
of more than $12,000 in stolen material. 

ANACS maintains a record of every 
coin certified by the department, and 
reports of stolen coins are posted in a de- 
partmental ''hot sheet," which is checked 
routinely against coins received for cer- 
tification. In the event a coin matches an 
item listed on the hot sheet, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is called immedi- 
ately. Frequently, ANACS staff members 
are called upon as "expert witnesses" to 
substantiate and identify the coins 
involved. 

Very rare or unusual coins generally 
have a greater rate of recovery, as they are 


easily remembered and identified. For ex- 
ample, a dealer strongly suspected that a 
rare gold dollar had been taken from his 
stock box and promptly notified ANACS, 
giving a detailed description of the piece 
and the incident. Within two months a 
coin matching the description was re- 
ceived by ANACS, and photographs of the 
piece were turned over to the FBI, which 
later recovered the stolen gold dollar. 

With just a few telephone calls, ANACS 
helped the FBI solve two very unusual 
cases, both involving alleged stolen col- 
lections. When the stolen items were 
described to ANACS authenticators, it 
became evident that the so-called collec- 
tions were simply assortments of value- 
less pieces thrown together by unscrupu- 
lous individuals plotting to make a profit 
from quick sales or loans. 


Nominations Open for Outstanding Club Representative 

Many dedicated individuals work particularly hard serving their coin clubs as ANA 
Club Representatives. To recognize these selfless hobbyists, the Association established 
the Outstanding Club Representative Award in 1966. The award is presented annually 
at the ANA'S anniversary convention, held this year in Detroit, July 28 through 
August 1. 

Nominations for this award are now being accepted, and clubs are invited to submit 
the names of their club representatives. The judges carefully consider each candidate's 
contributions to the hobby, including promotion of the ANA, participation in National 
Coin Week, recruitment of new members, and involvement in club activities and local, 
regional and national committees. 

Typewritten nominations must be submitted by a club officer and should include 
a biographical sketch of the nominee as well as a list of the nominee's numismatic 
activities. Nominations can be sent to ANA Outstanding Club Representative, P.O. 
Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. All entries must be postmarked no later than 
June 1, 1984. 


Deadline Extended for Outstanding YN Award 

Florence Schook, chairwoman of the Young Numismatist program, has 
announced that the deadline for nominations for Outstanding Young Numismatist 
has been extended to April 15, 1984.

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SuperCity Prepares for ANA Convention 


In southeast Michigan on the western 
shores of the Detroit River the city of 
Detroit awaits the 93rd Anniversary Con- 
vention of the American Numismatic As- 
sociation, July 28 through August 1, at the 
Coho Hall Convention Center. Long 
known as the automobile capital of the 
United States, '"SuperCity USA" has 
much more to show for itself than simply 
cars! 

The oldest city in the Midwest, Detroit 
was founded in 1701 by Antoine de la 
Mothe Cadillac as a post to protect and 
encourage the region's burgeoning French 
fur trade. Initially a French possession, 
Detroit and the surrounding area passed 
into British hands as a result of the French 
and Indian War in 1763, and then came 
under U.S. control following the end of 


the American Revolution. During the War 
of 1812, the British once again occupied 
the city for a brief period, only to sur- 
render the land back to the United States 
following a magnificent American vic- 
tory at the Battle of Lake Erie in Septem- 
ber 1813. 

Steady growth over the years changed 
Detroit from a simple fur trading post to 
a center of business and commerce. The 
latter half of the 19th century saw the city 
as an industrial giant, attracting industry 
such as iron and steel mills, foundries, 
shipping, and manufacturing of railroad 
cars, boots and shoes, stoves, wheels and 
axles, chemicals and pharmaceuticals. 
Detroit was linked by rail to Chicago and 
many areas throughout the Midwest by 
1852, and its position on the Detroit River

made it an active port for domestic trade. 

The automobile industry came to De- 
troit around the turn of the century, and 
thanks to men like Henry Ford, Walter P. 
Chrysler and the Dodge brothers, the city 
soon became the automobile capital of the 
world. By 1920, the Ford Motor Company 
alone was filling the demand for half the 
world's motor vehicles, and it didn't take 
long for Detroit to acquire the nickname 
"Motor City." 

Today, Detroit— the sixth largest city 
in the country — is a center of diverse 
cultures, business and manufacturing, 
serving as headquarters for fourteen "For- 
tune 500" industrial corporations and 
sixty-one international firms. Since the 
development of the St. Lawrence Seaway, 
which opened the St. Lawrence Waterway 
and the Great Lakes region to oceangoing 
vessels and foreign trade in the late 1950s, 


the Detroit River handles 25 million tons 
of cargo annually and provides connec- 
tions to more than two hundred overseas 
ports. 

With six professional athletic organiza- 
tions making their home in the Detroit 
area, the city has something to offer fans 
of every major sport. The Detroit Lions 
and Michigan Panthers football teams 
play out of the Pontiac Silverdome, site 
of Superbowl XVI, as do the Pistons Bas- 
ketball team and the Detroit Express 
soccer team. Baseball games featuring the 
Detroit Tigers are played at Tiger Sta- 
dium, and the Joe Louis Arena provides 
the ice for home games of the Detroit Red 
Wings hockey team. 

Culture abounds in Greater Detroit. 
Twenty miles north of the downtown area 
is the Cranbrook Educational Commu- 
nity, home of the Institute of Science, the 
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Academy of Art Museum and the Christ 
Church Cranbrook, known for its modem 
Gothic architecture. At the Cranbrook 
House and Gardens, site of a mansion and 
40-acre garden designed for Cranbrook's 
founders in 1908, outdoor sculpture 
blends harmoniously with architecture in 
a beautifully landscaped setting. 

The University Cultural Center, located 
just five minutes north of the downtown 
riverfront near Wayne State University, 
consists of eighteen educational institu- 
tions, including the Detroit Institute of 
the Arts, which has more than one hun- 
dred galleries of fine art; the Detroit 
Public Library, containing 2.5 million 
books and acclaimed murals; the ''Streets 
of Old Detroit" recreated in the Detroit 
Historical Museum; and a ''Space Theatre" 
and fifty hands-on exhibits at the Detroit 
Science Center. 

For music and theatre lovers, the world- 
class Detroit Symphony Orchestra per- 
forms regularly at Ford Auditorium, while 
more popular tunes may be heard in the 
restored splendor of Orchestra Hall or the 
Royal Oak Music Theatre. "Best of Broad- 
way" plays are featured regularly at 
the Fisher, Birmingham and Masonic 
Theatres, while Music Hall Center spot- 
lights modem dance and ballet perform- 
ances, and the Attic Theatre downtown 
presents the best contemporary off- 
Broadway plays and works of new play- 
wrights. Those who prefer a more casual 
atmosphere may enjoy performances 
"under the stars" at the Pine Knob Music

Theatre or the Meadow Brook Music 
Festival and Theatre. 

Mansions built by the city's first auto 
magnates dot the countryside of metro- 
politan Detroit. On the campus of Oak- 
land University in Rochester stands 
Meadow Brook Hall, a 100-room, half- 
century-old English Tudor manor built by 
Matilda Dodge Wilson, widow of auto 
baron John Dodge. The interior of this 
magnificent stmcture features elaborate 
hand-carved paneling, silk-covered walls 
and sculptured ceilings. Fair Lane Man- 
sion, the 56-room Scottish baronial home 
of Henry Ford, is located on the campus 
of the University of Michigan in Dear- 
born. The Cotswald Cottage, on the 
shores of beautiful Lake St. Clair, was 
once the home of Edsel Ford, son of Henry 
Ford. These luxurious homes are open for 
visitors to tour and enjoy. 

Close to Ford's Dearborn home is the 
educational complex he established, the 
Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield 
Village. Reconstmcted in this "living his- 
tory book" are Edison's Menlo Park 
laboratory, Abe Lincoln's courthouse and 
the Wright Brothers' workshop, along 
with vast displays relating to lighting, 
communication and transportation.

During the summer 
months, millions visit the Philip A. Hart

entertainment complex, part of the Henry Ford 
Museum and Greenfield Village. 


Plaza on Detroit's riverfront to enjoy an 
annual series of weekend festivals featur- 
ing food and entertainment of nineteen 
foreign lands. This ten-acre "people 
place," with modernistic Dodge Fountain 
at its hub, was designed by intemationally- 
renowned sculptor Isamu Noguchi.

Eastern Market, where mam- 
moth murals compliment more than one 
hundred displays and specialty shops 
featuring a wonderful variety of ethnic 
foods, has been in operation since 1892. 

The parks of Greater Detroit are like 
none found anywhere else.

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Numismatic Festival Tours Historic New England 


ANA President Q. David Bowers has 
announced the hobby's first "Numismatic 
Festival." This week-long tour, sched- 
uled June 10 through 16, 1984, will bring 
prominent numismatists, collectors and 
dealers together for lectures, study ses- 
sions and presentations at four sites of 
numismatic interest in New England. 

Limited to forty participants, the ad- 
venture will begin on Sunday evening, 
June 10, at Boston's Logan International 
Airport, where hobbyists from all over the 
country will meet before boarding a luxury 
bus for Old Sturbridge Village in western 
Massachusetts. The "village" actually is 
an outdoor museum of living history that 
depicts life in New England as it might 
have been between 1790 and 1840. Guests 
will be treated to a special tour of the 
complex, with particular focus on the old 
Bank of Thompson. Originally built in 
Connecticut, this prime example of Greek 
Revival architecture was relocated to its 
present site in Old Sturbridge Village and 
is representative of the country banks of 
yesteryear that issued their own bank- 
notes for loans to merchants, farmers and 
manufacturers. 

During their three-day stay in Stur- 
bridge, tour guests will attend informative 
lectures conducted by such luminaries as 
A. George Mallis, Robert A. Vlack, An- 
thony Swiatek, Kenneth E. Bressett, Q. 
David Bowers and Ray Merena, who will 
share their wide range of numismatic ex- 
pertise with participants. The fourteen 
study sessions will run concurrently, and 
participants have their choice of courses 
and sessions. Several sessions will be 
repeated to eliminate scheduling conflicts. 

A. George Mallis, author of several 
definitive references about American 
silver dollars, will present "The History 
and Background of Morgan Dollars and 
Die Varieties." He also will offer an over- 
view of Peace Dollars (1921-1965) and, 
drawing from his vast experience in the 
hobby, will suggest "Tips on Effectively 
Buying and Selling Coins." 

Respected for his research and publica- 
tions on the Hard Times period, Robert 
Vlack will share some of his new-found 
information in his presentation entitled 
"American Numismatic Items of the 


1830s and 1840s — An Era of Monetary 
Change." 

Anthony Swiatek's recently published 
book about Walking Liberty half dollars 
will be the basis for his presentation, 
"Walking Liberty Half Dollars — A New 
Look at a Popular Series." Swiatek, a 
premier authority on commemorative 
coinage, will also speak about "The Plea- 
sures and Potentials of Commemorative 
Coins." 

Utilizing his experience with the ANA 
Certification Service, ANACS Director 
Kenneth Bressett will discuss "The Im- 
portance of Grading and the Experience 
of the ANACS Service." Bressett's par- 
ticular numismatic interest will be evi- 
dent to those attending his second lecture, 
"In the Eyes of Our Forefathers — Coinage 
of Colonial New England." 

Dave Bowers, a leading dealer and 
respected numismatic authority, will 
present, "The 'Compleat' Coin Collector — 
How to Get Involved." Classes taught by 
Bowers at ANA Summer Seminars have 
proved to be very popular, and this festival 
will be no exception. Bowers' friend and 
partner, Ray Merena, will offer partici- 
pants "A Guide to Rare Coin Auctions — 
Buying and Selling." 

Because it is impossible to visit all the 
numismatic sites New England has to 
offer on this first tour, ANA Executive 
Vice President Edward C. Rochette, a 
former New England resident and coor- 
dinator of the festival, will relate his 
experiences "On the Numismatic Trail 
Through New England — What to See and 
When." 

Following the last study session on 
Wednesday morning, the group will travel 
by way of the Massachusetts Turnpike to 
Worcester for a tour of the American An- 
tiquarian Society, where noted numis- 
matist Eric P. Newman will present "The 
Exciting Story of Early American Cur- 
rency." At the society's headquarters, 
visitors can view one of the nation's best 
but seldom viewed collections of early 
American paper money. Founded shortly 
after the outbreak of the War of 1 8 1 2, the 
Society chose Worcester as the site of its 
headquarters, hoping it would be far 
enough from the coast to prevent the

British from sacking and burning the 
valuable storehouse. Those students par- 
ticularly interested in conducting their 
own numismatic research will find New- 
man's additional lecture, "Information 
and Research Methods That Produce Re- 
sults," most helpful. 

On Thursday morning the group will 
head north to Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire, stopping along the way in Dalton, 
Massachusetts, where participants will 
tour Crane Paper Company, supplier of 
paper for production of currency. In opera- 
tion since the Revolutionary War, Crane 
manufactured the paper used by Paul 
Revere and continues to provide paper for 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. A 
small museum is located on the premises, 
and following a guided tour the group will 
lunch in Dalton before continuing on to 
White River function, Vermont, for the 
evening. 

The group will stay in White River 
function for two evenings, and on Friday 
morning will embark on a day-long trip 
to Cornish, New Hampshire, home of the 
creator of America's most beautiful 
coins — Augustus Saint-Gaudens. fohn H. 
Dryfhout, director of the Saint-Gaudens 
Historic Site, will guide the group through 
the grounds the sculptor loved so well; 
then, in the studio that witnessed Saint- 


Gaudens' creative genius, Dryfhout will 
discuss the life of the famed sculptor. 
Many of Saint-Gaudens' models will be on 
display, including those used for the $20 
gold piece, $10 gold piece and a one-cent 
piece that was never produced. 

Saturday morning, following a farewell 
breakfast, the group will return to Boston 
via the scenic highways along the river 
border between New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, then through northeastern Mas- 
sachusetts to Logan International Airport. 

ANA members participating in the 
week-long adventure need pay only $465, 
which includes tuition, bus transporta- 
tion, breakfast and lunch Monday through 
Saturday, and room (based on double 
occupancy). The minimum number of 
participants has been set at twenty. In- 
dividuals may make reservations by send- 
ing a deposit of $65 to

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A Numismatic Journey to Cuba

On receiving an invitation from the 
National Bank of Cuba to attend the 1st 
International Numismatic Convention 
in Havana, December 12-18, 1983, we 
began preparations for our trip to the 
Caribbean island immediately. Ameri- 
can travel to that area is somewhat 
restricted; we first requested permission 
from the Treasury Department to visit 
Cuba and then obtained Cuban visas. 

Visas in hand, we departed from 
Mexico City and arrived at Jose Marti 
International Airport on the evening of 
December 11, 1983, where we were 
greeted by Rolando Vizcaino Garcia of 
the National Bank of Cuba. After 
breakfast the next morning in our hotel, 
the Habana Libre, we were met by our 
interpreter, Jorge Alexis Salazar, and 
Roberto Gervet Gonzalez, director of 
the Numismatic Museum of the Na- 
tional Bank of Cuba. They accom- 
panied us to register for the convention, 
at which time we received a packet 
containing a badge, program of events, 
auction catalog, invitations to special 
events, a text of the ten lectures to be 
presented and a silver commemorative 
medal struck in 1980 on the occasion 
of the 5th anniversary of the Numis- 
matic Museum. 

After meeting with Jose Garcia Pena, 
vice president of the National Bank of 
Cuba, we departed for a much antici- 
pated tour of the City of Havana and

the Numismatic Museum, guided by 
Eduardo Nodarse Soto, secretary of in- 
ternational relations for the Cuban Nu- 
mismatic Association. We drove along 
the oceanfront past the old National 
Palace and through a tunnel beneath 
Havana harbor to arrive at El Morro 
Castle. Overlooking the entrance to the 
harbor, this impressive castle was buUt 
as a military fortress by the Spanish in 
1589 and today attracts many visitors. 
Next we visited Alamar, a new housing 
project complete with hospital, schools, 
shops and playgrounds, where families 
are being relocated from overpopulated 
areas of old Havana. After a tour of the 
Cathedral Plaza in the old section of the 
city, we finally arrived at our last 
stop — the Numismatic Museum of the 
National Bank of Cuba. 

Located on the main floor of an old 
bank building amid vaults and cashier's 
cages long out of service, the museum's 
primary exhibits display Cuban coins 
and paper money, and are highlighted 
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Cuban 1983 one-peso piece.

by a 1916 set of circulating coinage that 
includes the extremely rare 20-peso 
gold piece. Coins of France, Spain, 
England, Mexico and the United States 
are also on display. 

On Monday evening, December 12, 
the International Exhibit of Numis- 
matics opened, with members of the 
Cuban Numismatic Association and 
the Mexican Numismatic Association 
competing for awards. President of 
the Cuban Numismatic Association 
Guillermo Ezpeleta Heredia welcomed 
visitors to the 1st International Con- 
vention of Numismatics, stating its 
purpose to promote better knowledge of 
both national and foreign numismatics 
in hopes of properly guiding numis- 
matic development in Cuba; exchange 
technical and cultural experiences 
among collectors,- hold a numismatic 
exhibit with the participation of ex- 
hibitors from all parts of the world; 
publicize numismatic activities in 
Cuba; and auction numismatic items. 

The auction was held Tuesday, with 
floor bids as well as mail bids permitted 
on the 202 lots of Cuban and foreign 
coins, medals and banknotes. Although 
some lots received no bids, mail bids 
were numerous and floor bidders were 
able to examine items prior to bidding. 
Tuesday evening we attended a dinner 
party hosted by Sehor Ezpeleta at the 
Tower Restaurant atop one of Havana's 
tallest buildings. 

A delightful tour guide, Andres Albu- 
querque, accompanied us on Wednesday 
as we motored to Varadero Beach, 
located some 60 miles east of Havana. 
Passing the area known as Cojimar, the 
setting for Hemingway's story The Old 
Man and the Sea, we came upon work- 
ing oil wells but were informed that 
Cuba must import a large portion of its 
petroleum products. Passing cultivated 
fields of what appeared to be overgrown 
pineapple plants, we were told they 
were sissle plants, from which hemp is 
produced. 

On arriving at Varadero Beach, we 
found white sand and very clear, warm 
blue water, reminiscent of two other 
beaches 1 have visited — Panama City, 
Florida and Turnon Bay, Guam. Return- 


ing to Havana we passed sugar cane 
fields and sugar mills, which form 
another important part of the Cuban 
economy. Rum factories operate near 
the mills, refining molasses into alcohol. 
The climate is very conducive to 
agriculture for there are two seasons on 
the island: the rainy period from May 
to September and the semi-dry period 
extending through the rest of the year. 

On Thursday morning we arrived at 
Casa de Moneda, the Cuban mint. 
Originally constructed as a church in 
1905, the structure was later converted 
to an American bank and, since the 
1953 revolution, has been used as the 
mint. Although taking photographs in 
the mint was not permitted, we received

an extensive tour of the facility, where 
we were shown ingots being rolled into 
thin strips and cut into planchets of 
various sizes. On one press four or five 
Proof coins were produced per minute, 
while another press struck 40-centavo 
pieces dated 1981. The planchets were 
hand-fed into a single collar and approx- 
imately 35 coins per minute were stmck 
with a pressure of lOOkg/cc^ each. We 
also witnessed the striking of Proof 
coins commemorating the Special Olym- 
pics, and watched the master die maker 
inspect Proof dies that were receiving 
final hand polishing. 

Friday and Saturday were devoted to 
numismatic lectures, with ten speakers 
presenting educational topics. During 
the Saturday afternoon lectures, Sehor 
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Ezpeleta presented a gold-washed 
bronze convention medal and a tran- 
script of the lectures to the ANA 
Museum and Library, after which I 
answered questions from the audience 
about the ANA and numismatics in the 
United States. 

We attended the Tropicana Revue on 
our final evening in Cuba, enjoying a 
number of musical presentations, many 
of which included colorful, native

dances. Surely the Tropicana is a must 
for any visitor to Havana. 

On our departure from Cuba, we bade 
farewell to our new friends from the 
National Bank of Cuba and the Cuban 
Numismatic Association and boarded 
a Mexicana jet bound for Mexico City. 
Havana is a great place to explore, 
especially in December, and we look 
forward to another visit.
